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LITTLE over a century ago, “gentlemen of this city, mem- 

bers of the then over-crowded First Reformed Church, 
met in the home of George G. Nevius on Church Street to 
consult as to the propriety of forming a new church. There 
were no formal records made and no list of those present 
survives. But it is safe to say that besides the host, such men 
were there as Isaiah Rolfe, John H. Stothoff, William T. 
Runk and others, possibly one or more of the professors 
in the Theological Seminary at the time, including Dr. 
Van Vranken.” 


AT A MEETING of the Classis of New Brunswick held January 
3Ist, 1843, “a petition was read from sundry individuals 
praying the Classis to be organized into a Second Reformed 
Church in New Brunswick. This petition was received and 
a committee of three was appointed to meet the petitioners 
on Tuesday, the fourteenth day of February, at 2:00 o’clock 
and to constitute them into a church according to their 
request.” 


ON THE DAY appointed the Committee of Classis met “in 
the lecture room of the Dutch Church.” Twenty-three per- 
sons presented their certificates of dismission from the First 
Reformed Dutch Church of New Brunswick. These were 
“read and being found regular and in due form according 
to the order of the Reformed Dutch Church in America, 
were received. Thereupon these twenty-three persons were 
declared to be a Church of Christ, to be known hereafter 
and distinguished as the Second Reformed Protestant Dutch 
Church in the city of New Brunswick.”

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THE ANNIVERSARY OBSERVANCE

We were in the throes of a second World War. There was scarcely 
a church family not directly affected. More than forty of our members 
were in the armed services. Our Church House had been closed for 
the winter because of fuel oil shortage. Our Sunday School Auditorium 
had been turned over to the University to be used as a class room for 
young women who were being instructed in mechanical drawing. At- 
tendance at religious services had become difficult, especially for those 
residing some distance from the church, because of gasoline rationing. 


In spite of all this, it was felt by Consistory and people that we ought 
not to forego or postpone the observance of our 100th Anniversary. 
Rather, and just because we were in the midst of difficult times, it 
seemed fitting that grateful recognition of God’s past favors should 
be made and that we should rededicate ourselves to His worship and 
Service. 

Accordingly, in the late Spring of 1942, at direction of Consistory, a 
Committee on Arrangements for the Centennial was appointed. This 
committee consisted of the pastor, Dr. Stauffer, as chairman, Dr. 
William H. S. Demarest, Dr. John H. Raven, Prof. Edward F. John- 
son, J. Harold Johnston, Mrs. Asher Atkinson, Mrs. Allen G. Waller, 
and Miss Helen L. Williamson. It was agreed that the observance 
should extend over two Sundays, February 14 to 21, inclusive, and 
be in keeping with the special exigencies of war time. On the three 
Sundays immediately preceding February 14 three sermons on the 
“Church, Past, Present and Future” were delivered by the pastor. 
The observance, it was felt, would most appropriately end with a 
service of Consecration and Holy Communion on Sunday, Feb- 
ruary 21 


Happily the date of our Anniversary Sunday, February 14, 1943, 
coincided exactly with the date of the organization of the church one 
hundred years before. The day itself was a cloudy one and a light 
snowfall during the week before still covered the ground. We were 
singularly favored in having Dr. Demarest to deliver the historical 
address. His father was our first minister. At the age of 19, he joined 
our church on confession of faith. Since then, except for thirteen years, 
when he served as the pastor of Reformed churches at Walden, New 
York, and Catskill, New York, he has been an active and devoted mem- 
ber with others of his family. Now he stood before us in his 80th 
year honored and beloved; first in his denomination, city and church; 
President-Emeritus of both Rutgers University and New Brunswick 
Theological Seminary. It was an able and inspired address, delivered 
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without notes, with clarity and ea to a large and appreciative 
congregation. 

Before introducing Dr. Bemaret the Pastor, who presided at all the 
Anniversary services, announced the gift of $3, 000 by Mrs. Harry J. 
Rolfe, to be a memorial to her husband, the interest from this fund 
to be used for the purchase of flowers whenever flowers in memory of 
other members of the church are not provided. The plate collections at 
this Anniversary service and at the Communion service on the follow- 
ing Sunday, were sent to the Mancius H. Hutton Memorial Church 
in Punganur, India. 


As the Anniversary Sunday advanced the cold increased. Some 
members who were present at the morning service were prevented from 
attending in the afternoon by their limited supply of gasoline and by 
the increasingly bad condition of the roads. A few who had brought 
box lunches with them spent the time between services in the Sunday 
School Auditorium or at the Manse. In the afternoon service, between 
brief messages from representatives of the mother church, sister 
churches of the city, Rutgers University and the New Brunswick 
Theological Seminary, special words of greeting were read from Mayor 
Harry W. Dwyer, from the Classis of New Brunswick, from Rabbi 
Nathaniel M. Keller of Anshe Emeth Memorial Temple, representing 
our local Jewish community, and from Monsignor Hart of St. Peter’s 
Roman Catholic Church who sent his personal congratulations and best 
wishes. 

Not read in full, but referred to appreciatively, were letters and 
telegrams from members of the church no longer resident in New 
Brunswick, and others, not members, who during their student days in 
College or Seminary had attended its service. Among these were let- 
ters received from the Rev. Henry E. Cobb, S.T.D., senior minister of 
the Collegiate Reformed Dutch Church of the City of New York, and 
the Rev. William P. Merrill, D.D., minister-emeritus of the Brick 
Presbyterian Church, New York. A minute of congratulations from 
the Consistory of the First Reformed Church of this city, and a letter 
of congratulations and best wishes from the student body of the 
Seminary were also received. At the beginning of his address Dr. 
Edgar F. Romig, President of General Synod, 1940-41, brought con- 
gratulations in the name of the Reformed Church of America and re- 
ferred briefly to the important place which this church has held and 
continues to hold in the denomination. The decision of the Committee 
to limit the Anniversary publication to addresses and data of an his- 
torical nature prevents our including these congratulatory messages 
in this volume. 

Monday proved to be one ‘of the coldest days of the winter, with 
the temperature at 10 degrees above zero at noon, and a raw penetrat- 
ing wind blowing most of the day. As the time for the evening service 
approached, and it grew even colder, some of our members hesitated 
to use their automobiles, being fearful of motor difficulties. Others tele- 
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phoned for taxis, but found that most of these were either not in use 
or were on call transporting soldiers to or from Camp Kilmer. We, 
therefore, were pleasantly surprised when over 150 gathered in the 
church at 7:45 for the Service of Personal Memories. | 

Unfortunately, both Dr. and Mrs. Holden were prevented from at- 
tending because of physical disability, but Dr. and Mrs. Ingham were 
present at all three services over the weekend, meeting many old and 
new friends. The presence and participation of Dr. Hoffman, who, 
while never regularly installed as minister yet served as minister-in- 
charge during a critical period in the Church’s life, was also greatly 
appreciated. Dr. J. Frederic Berg, pastor of Flatbush Reformed 
Church, a nephew of Dr. Hartranft, delighted his audience with per- 
sonal reminiscences of his associations with the Church, first during 
his student days and later when he returned to New Brunswick as 
Professor of New Testament Exegesis at the Seminary. 


Members of the Women’s Guild had decorated the Auditorium 
for the reception that followed. Tables were spread with refreshments. 
Music was furnished by a string ensemble. Before the close of the 
evening more than 200 had come out, despite the extreme cold, to join 
in the social gathering. 

At the far end of the Auditorium objects of historical interest were 
on display, secured by a special committee under Miss Helen William- 
son’s direction. Among these were a large oil portrait of Rev. David D. 
Demarest, painted while he was pastor; also daguerreotypes of him | 
taken at different ages ; a plaid silk dress worn by Catherine L. Nevius — 
at the time of her marriage to Mr. Demarest in 1846 at the family 
home on Livingston Ave., where the Livingston Apartments now 
stand ; a record book of Rev. David Demarest, recording the organiza- 
tion and original membership of the church; a quilt presented to Mrs. 
Demarest in 1852 on which the names of church members were 
written; Minute Books of Consistory; portraits of former church 
buildings and of former ministers and distinguished church members ; 
early minutes and account books of the Third Reformed Church and 
the Guilden Street Mission; five books of newspaper clippings from 
earliest times; a diagram of pews in the old church at the corner of 
George and Albany Streets; an old pewter Communion set; and 
several financial papers of interest. On the walls of the auditorium 
prices and flags of church organizations of former years were on 

isplay. 

While simple in its observance, the Anniversary fully accomplished 
its appointed ends. Each organization of the church, before and after 
the Anniversary, brought the inspiration and challenge of one hundred 
years of worship and service into its programs. Special recognition 
was given to the Centennial in several sessions of the Church School. 
The Women’s Guild, on the first Monday afternoon of February, 
gave a two-act skit entitled “As We Were in 1893 and as Things Will 
Be in 1993.” On the evening of May 18th, before a large audience, 
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this same organization presented a series of tableaus portraying 
significant periods or events in the history of the Church, the script 
for which had been written by Mrs. Allen G. Waller. Our young 
people brought their observance of the Anniversary to a fitting climax 
by holding a special service on Sunday evening, February 21st, when 
Dr. Stauffer addressed them on the theme, “Our Heritage and Our 
Pledge of Loyalty.”’ Appropriate publicity was given the Anniversary 
in advance and during our observance of it both in the Intelligencer- 
Leader and in the New Brunswick Daily Home News. 

The thanks of the Committee on Arrangements are extended to all 
who assisted in the Centennial observance, also to special contributors 
to this volume, to Dr. Raven for his chapter on “Biographies of the 
Pastors,” to Dr. Demarest for his list of church members (1843-1943), 
and to J. Harold Johnston for his statement on “Memorial Gifts and 
Bequests.”

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THE HISTORICAL ADDRESS 
By Wiu1am H. S. Demarest, D.D., LL.D. 


The Reformed Church of the Netherlands was brought to this 
country by the Dutch colonists more than three centuries ago. The 
first church with its minister, elders and deacons was organized in 1628 
in New Amsterdam, now known as the Collegiate Church of New 
York City, having its several places of worship and several officiating 
ministers. It is the oldest Protestant church of full organization and 
continuous existence in this country. The denomination was incorpo- 
rated early in the last century as the Reformed Protestant Dutch 
Church. In 1869 its corporate name was changed to The Reformed 
Church in America. Through the years until now a familiar name in 
common use, with affection and pride, has been the Dutch Reformed 
Church or the Dutch Church, though descendants of every race and 
Christians from every denomination compose the local and national 
membership. 


The church came to New Jersey with the organizing of the church 
of Bergen, Jersey City in 1658. It came to the Raritan Valley with 
Dutch and French Huguenot colonists at the end of the century. The 
first church in the valley was that at Raritan now known as the First 
Reformed Church of Somerville organized in 1698. Five years later, 
1703, there was, it is quite clear, a church at Three Mile Run, three 
miles west of the Raritan River on the Great Road from Inian’s Ferry 
(New Brunswick) to Trenton now the Lincoln Highway. A few years 
later this congregation divided, some of its members forming the 
church of Six Mile Run, now Franklin Park. The continuing church 
of Three Mile Run then changed its place of worship from that location 
to the little town at the river of royal charter as the city of New Bruns- 
wick, 1730. 


The First Dutch Church of this city was thus one hundred forty 
years old in 1843. For thirty years, since 1813, it had occupied the build- 
ing still its place of worship, the singularly fine imposing edifice on 
Neilson Street at Paterson and Bayard, centre then of both residence 
and business, after having early edifice on the present Burnet Street at 
the foot of Dutch Church, now Schureman, and an early edifice on the 
present site. It had about 600 members, a large registry of families. 
The city had a population of about 10,000. The pastor was the Rev. 
Dr. Samuel B. How, distinguished in the ministry of his generation ; 
he had been pastor for ten years and he was to serve for nearly twenty 
more. At earlier time, it may be noted, he had been for a brief period 
pastor of the Presbyterian church of New Brunswick. 
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Proposal that a Second Dutch Church be organized came now, 1843, 
to fulfillment. But why should there be a second church? The old 
church was crowded, it is said. This meant, no doubt, that all the pews 
were rented rather than that the congregation on Sunday, large as it 
surely was, completely filled the church. The city was growing. A zeal 
for church extension, for the added activity of an added organization, 
may be assumed. Possibly there was an idea of some special address 
to the people of college and seminary at the north end of the town. In 
any case, the Rev. Dr. Samuel A. Van Vranken, professor in the semi- 
nary, was the special sponsor of the movement. That he had any per- 
sonal or theological motive does not appear nor is there record of any 
divisive feeling in the old organization. It is to be noted, however, that 
in the minutes of consistory of the Old First, March 11, 1843, one 
reads: “Resolved, that Consistory respectfully request of the Classis 
of New Brunswick, to state in their books of minutes that this Con- 
sistory have never been consulted on the subject of organizing a 
Second Dutch Church in the city of New Brunswick. Consistory do 
_not make this request for the purpose of throwing any obstacle in the 
way of the Second Dutch Church or through any feeling of unfriend- 
ship to them, on the contrary they have the most friendly feeling to 
them, but because they have been informed by their minister that he 
gave such information to Classis when called on by the President of 
Classis to say what this Consistory has done on this subject and the 
information he gave them was not entered on their minutes of Classis.” 
The friendly feeling which they profess no doubt did maintain from 
the start of the new church and unbroken through all the after years. 

Rather unusual perhaps in such movement was an initial word in the 
New Brunswick paper—November 9, 1842: “Church notice. Such 
persons in New Brunswick and its vicinity as are favorable to the 
organization of a Second Reformed Church in this city are requested 
to meet in the Lecture Room of the Second Presbyterian Church, cor- 
ner of Albany and George Streets, on Monday evening the 11th inst. at 
7 o'clock.” Like notice appears in the paper November 16, for meet- 
ing November 21. Perhaps there was no meeting on either date. In 
any case the meeting which definitely acted in favor of the new church 
was held, it appears, at the home of Mr. George G. Nevius on Church 
Street. On January 31, 1843, the Classis of New Brunswick met and 
made record that a petition was read from sundry individuals of New 
Brunswick and that it be “Resolved, That the request of Dr. Van 
Vranken and others for a new Dutch Church in the city of New Bruns- 
wick be granted and that a committee of three be appointed to meet 
said applicants on Tuesday, the 14th day of February, at 2 o’clock 
P.M. and constitute them into a church according to their request.” 
The Rev. Messrs. Abraham Messler, Talbot W. Chambers and George 
Schenck were appointed such committee. They met on the appointed 
day and received twenty-three members; they recorded their names 
and declared them a church to be known as the Second Reformed 
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Protestant Dutch Church in the city of New Brunswick. These mem- 
bers were all from the First Reformed Church of New Brunswick. 
That church makes its record of them, February 15, as dismissed at 
their own request for the purpose of being organized into the new 
church “as per minutes dated February 8, 1843.” Viz.: John H. 
Stothoff and Ann L. Stewart, his wife; Isaiah Rolfe and Charlotte 
Mead, his wife ; Matthew Brown and Garetta Quick, his wife; George 
G. Nevius and Mary Ann Clarkson, his wife; Catharine G. Nevius; 
William Hartough; John Pearman and Ida Van Arsdalen, his wife; 
William Sunderland and Leah Pauleson, his wife; John H. Stagg 
and Sarah C. Stryker, his wife; Rachel Voorhees, wife of John S. 
Hoagland ; John Compton and Syche Van Liew, his wife; William T. 
Runk; James M. Compton; Abel T. Stewart; Paul D. Van Cleef. 
The last three were young men, just graduated from Rutgers College, 
just admitted to the Theological Seminary. | 

Officers were elected at once: Elders, George G. Nevius and John H. 
Stothoff ; Deacons, Isaiah Rolfe and William T. Runk. The family of 
Isaiah Rolfe is still in the church; his son, John H. Rolfe, and his 
grandson, Harry J. Rolfe, have been elders in succession. The family 
of George G. Nevius has been in the church until very recent time, 
until the death of his granddaughters, lifelong residents in close 
vicinity to this church edifice. 

A place of worship must be found. Evidently some thought was 
indulged that the building of the old church might be used. The min- 
utes of the consistory of the First Church record: “On application of 
George G. Nevius and John H. Stothoff, a committee from the 
Second Reformed Church of this city—Resolved, That in the opinion 
of the consistory the peace and happiness of both congregations will 
be best conducted by each worshipping in their own separate places of 
worship and they therefore in the most respectful manner and with 
the sincerest feelings are constrained to deny the application.” Surely 
a reasonable and discreet decision. A home was then found, the Baptist 
Church newly erected, 1838, at George and Bayard Streets. That 
congregation, at modest charge, made its house available for services on 
Sunday afternoon. This arrangement continued for several months. 

Then the Second Church secured a building of its own, buying it 
from the Second Presbyterian, a body which had separated from the 
First Presbyterian for some doctrinal reason, and erected a building 
at the northwest corner of George and Albany Streets. For some 
reason, financial no doubt, the church was now willing to sell. It sold 
the building for $3,550 to the Second Reformed; it later built a new 
house of worship at George Street and Livingston Avenue, later torn 
down, built another at Easton Avenue and Hamilton Street, now 
the edifice of St. James Methodist Church, and finally the members 
merged back into the First Presbyterian. 

The Second Reformed, negotiating for the property from May, 
purchased it in the summer, renovated it, and occupied it for the first 
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on November 12. The money was in part subscribed and in part se- 
cured by loan, a mortgage, $2,000, held by Mr. James Bishop, a mem- 
ber of the Methodist Church. The services in the Baptist building had 
been conducted by different ministers, especially members of the 
Classis. The first service in the now owned house of worship was 
conducted by the Rev. David D. Demarest. Meantime the Sunday 
School had been organized at a meeting in August at the house again 
of Mr. Nevius. The Rev. Herman B. Stryker, who had retired from 
the active ministry and was living in New Brunswick, was made the 
superintendent. 

A pastor must be found. At the start the consistory had turned 
to a man of much reputation in the Dutch Church, the Rev. Dr. James 
Romeyn, a preacher of intellectual power and spiritual fervor, then 
at Catskill, New York; he had been at Six Mile Run, was well known 
in New Brunswick. His coming would give the church a really dis- 
tinguished start. In his late retired years he lived in New Brunswick, 
was a member of the Second Church congregation; his widow was 
an especial friend and host of the Japanese students who early came 
to Rutgers College. 

When Dr. Romeyn did not come as pastor, the church turned to a 
young man of 24, recent graduate of Rutgers and New Brunswick 
Seminary, David D. Demarest, who had been pro tem preacher and 
pastor for nearly a year at Catskill, during illness of Dr. Romeyn, 
and now had been for two years pastor of the church at Flatbush, 
near Kingston, New York. He preached for the people here in May 
and again in November. He was called to be pastor ; he accepted and 
he was installed on the evening of Thanksgiving Day, December 7, 
1843. 

It could not have been an easy outlook for Mr. Demarest. He must 
have had courage and faith in the spirit of his church, in his own re- 
sources for the ministry. A mere youth, he faced a congregation not 
without its specialists in the intellectual and theological field. Dr. Van 
Vranken, professor of theology, was there; and Dr. McClelland, the 
famed professor of the Biblical languages; and Dr. Cannon, pro- 
fessor of preaching and pastorate. Later there was Theodore Freling- 
huysen, president of Rutgers, sometime Senator of the United States 
and candidate for Vice-President, leading layman of his period in all 
Christian activities ; and William H. Campbell, professor in the Semi- 
nary, later to become president of Rutgers. At the fiftieth anniversary 
of the church, 1893, the then Dr. and Professor Demarest in his 
reminiscences told of the gracious and sympathetic attitude of these 
men in word and deed, their assurance of satisfaction with sermons by 
the young pastor, carrying in simplicity the Gospel of divine grace. 
To the original consistory, Mr. Nevius, Mr. Stothoff, Mr. Rolfe and 
Mr. Runk, he also paid grateful tribute. Among: others who came 
into the consistory during this first pastorate were men of family 
names familiar to many of us of this far later time: Frederick Rich- 
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mond, Jeremiah Whitenack, Abraham Bergen, George W. Metlar, 
John P. Hardenbergh, John C. Elmendorf, Henry V. DeHart, William 
V. B. Schenck, the families of some of these still in the church. 

The membership was small and the Sunday congregation too, no 
doubt. The minister must have been encouraged, however, by the 
gradual and constant growth. His work began with 20 families and 
29 members ; his last report, when in 1852 he was leaving the church, 
records 88 families, 125 members; in the nine years 170 members 
had been received. The giving of the church to missions and other 
denominational causes must also have been a satisfaction to him, for 
the latest report places the church first in benevolence among the 25 
churches at that time comprising the Classis of New Brunswick. The 
cordial feeling of the people toward their minister was shown in in- 
crease of salary—he was called at $600—and increase again, and in- 
crease proposed a third time just as he was called away from them. 
Finances were not always easy. A debt and then another debt burdened 
the current support, but all such burden was removed before the pas- 
torate ended. Music cost nothing for some years and after that but 
little. There was no organ. The instrument serving was a bass viol 
played at first by a student, who also had charge of such singers as 
might be enlisted for the leading of the congregation. The building or 
acquiring of a parsonage was proposed, but such provision for the 
minister delayed nearly 25 years. 

The quality of the pastor was quite definitely that which many of 
the present day remember as his in the later years when they knew 
him. He was a preacher of simplicity and clarity, a pastor of unfailing 
faithfulness and tact, of great common sense in all practical affairs, of 
genial disposition, not without sense of humor. Unmarried when he 
came, he lived at the home of the Rev. Herman B. Stryker, always 
the home also of a changing group of students. After three years, at 
the age of 27, he found a bride, the daughter of the Hon. James Schure- 
man Nevius, Justice of the Supreme Court of New Jersey, 18 years 
of age. They were married at her father’s home, the Livingston house 
on Livingston Avenue, where the Livingston Apartments now are, 
then the only house on the avenue beyond the Guest house, recently 
the Vail house, at the corner of Carroll Place, now moved to the Pub- 
lic Library grounds. 

Mr. Demarest late in the decade was not in robust health. In 1850 
the church gave him leave of absence for a sea trip and stay abroad. 
The respite did not give him full strength. In 1852 he was called to 
the church of Hudson, New York; in hope of more assured health in 
the changed climate he accepted the call and remained there until 1865. 
In that year he was chosen by the General Synod professor of practical 
theology in the seminary. So he returned to New Brunswick to serve 
in that chair until his death in 1898, on college commencement day, at 
the age of 79, busy until the last in his varied work. So he returned 
to the Second Church to be a worshipper in the pew and devoted sup- 
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porter for 33 years. He and his family thus have a continuous life 
in the church for the 100 years, save for the interval, 1852-65. He 
was a trustee of Rutgers and secretary of the board for many years. 
He was a prolific writer on the Dutch church, its history, institutions 
and customs, an authority in this field. He received the honorary 
degree of D.D. from Princeton and that of LL.D. from Rutgers. 

In finding a successor to Mr. Demarest the church was very for- 
tunate. The Rev. Samuel M. Woodbridge was born in the same year 
as his predecessor, was graduated from New Brunswick Seminary one 
year later than he, in 1841, after earlier graduation from New York 
University. At his coming to the Second Church he was thirty-four 
years of age, ten years beyond the age at which his predecessor had 
come. He had been pastor of the South Brooklyn Reformed Church 
for nine years and was now in his third year as pastor of the Second 
Church of Coxsackie. He was of old and distinguished New England 
ancestry, a family line famed for the number of ministers in it, gen- 
eration after generation. Of the English Puritan stock, he had some- 
how turned to the Dutch Reformed Church and to its theological train- 
ing and to lifelong service in its churches and professorship. 

He was of native talent and of great devotion to the tenets of the 
church’s faith. He was a vigorous and uncompromising thinker and 
of some pulpit eloquence. His preaching drew large and responsive 
congregations, morning and evening. Students of college and seminary 
were eager to hear him. 

Among the men of first service as elders and deacons in Mr. Wood- 
bridge’s time were Henry Vroom, Jeremiah Williamson, Garret G. 
Voorhees, David Bishop, George H. Cook, Henry R. Baldwin; their 
names, the service of some of them, so familiar to many of us today. 
The daughter of Garret G. Voorhees is still living at the age of 90, 
widow of the Rev. J. Edward Lyall. David Bishop, his home the now 
Bishop Place, builder of houses now part of this church property, 
devoted officer of the seminary, frail in health, passing on at only 
middle age, his son recent donor of large bequest to the church. George 
H. Cook, the scientist, founder of the Agricultural College, leader in 
prayer in the prayer meeting, teacher in the Sunday School, of deep 
reverence and faith, his family still in the church. Henry R. Baldwin, 
the distinguished and beloved physician, constant in his pew or con- 
sistory chair despite the incessant demands of his great professional 
practice. In such names and such official service lies largely the history 
of a church. 

The time of Mr. Woodbridge’s pastorate is marked by no notable 
material incidents or movements until toward its close. Then came 
the movement for the erection of a new church. The building in use 
was too small; it required repair; adjoining property thought desir- 
able could not be bought. It was resolved, therefore, that land be pur- 
chased at price not to exceed $5,000, and that the amount for the 
erection of a church be set at $25,000. The land bought was on the 
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diagonal, the southeast corner of George and Albany Streets, where 
some old houses then stood. The church would still be at the central 
cross-streets of the city. The space for it would be ample, large front- 
age on Albany, less on George. It was at the moment unsightly land ; 
it lay largely below the level of the street, a gully running through 
its center, down which flowed to the river a little stream tracing from 
the spring where we now know Spring alley or street. Subscriptions 
were sought and somewhat secured to cover cost of the purchase. 
The movement then stopped just there. The financial depression of 
1857 fell upon the country. At the same moment Mr. Woodbridge was 
called to other service. The future seemed too uncertain, though pro- 
gress of the church during the four years had been very substantial. 
New members received were 119. The final report told 110 families, 
175 members. 

Mr. Woodbridge left the church at the call of the General Synod 
to be professor in the seminary, entering the faculty eight years ahead 
of Mr. Demarest. His chair was church history and government, but 
he was essentially a theologian ; at times he taught systematic theology 
and he put forth a text book in that subject. In early ministry he had 
gone through a distressing period of doubt. Mr. Demarest, telling 
of call upon him in Coxsackie in 1852, wrote: “At that time his faith 
was in danger of being shaken by reading the Westminster Review 
and I felt that he was in peril and spoke of it with concern. Happily 
he was saved from shipwreck. Later he said that he was on the brink 
of a precipice, gave thanks for deliverance by the grace of God.” 
Thenceforth he was a most ardent and insistent champion of the 
faith. His students remember vividly his pronouncements, sturdy in 
choice of word, in tone of voice, in force of personality. Many here in 
the church remember him in his late years, his patriarchal, prophet- 
like appearance, his deep sonorous voice. Positive, even intolerant 
somewhere perhaps, he was a refuge for the feeble of faith, and withal 
a very gracious spirit. In leaving the pastorate for the seminary he 
remained with his family in the church, worshipping in the pew, 
supporting its every enterprise. He was most generous in financial 
gift to missions and all benevolence. His family also were leaders in 
church life, his daughters well remembered: Miss Carrie Wood- 
bridge and, still living, Miss Anna Woodbridge. He had married when 
pastor on Long Island Miss Caroline Bergen. She died in early life 
and he married Miss Anna Dayton of New Brunswick. So he was 
with the church for over fifty years from his coming as pastor until 
his death in 1905. He received the honorary degrees of D.D. and LL.D. 
from Rutgers. 

Mr. Woodbridge’s pastorate of only four years was followed by 
two pastorates of equally brief duration. His successor was the Rev. 
Hugh N. Wilson. A Princeton man, college and seminary, he was called 
from the Presbyterian Church of Hackettstown, New Jersey, 1858, 
the first of only two pastors until now to come from outside the 
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Dutch Church. His picture shows him much more Dutch in appear- 
ance than the men of the Dutch ancestry. He was pastor until 1862, 
when he returned to the Presbyterian Church, the church of South- 
ampton, Long Island. At his coming he was 45 years of age, quite 
older than either of his predecessors. During his time there was sub- 
stantial increase of families and of 40 members to a total of 223. The 
great event was the erection of the new church building. Agitation for 
this having matured and the land having been bought in Mr. Wood- 
bridge’s time, erection was now determined. The planning and ac- 
complishing of it were in the hands of a committee, David Bishop 
and Henry R. Baldwin especially active. The cornerstone was laid 
October, 1858. The building was not completed until early in 1861; 
it was dedicated April 10. The cost was $28,000. Some debt was car- 
ried for a time. The bell was given by Mr. John R. Ford, father of the 
recent very generous benefactors of Rutgers, Mr. James B. Ford 
and Mr. J. Howard Ford. 

The old church building was sold ; it was later the property and place 
of worship of the German Reformed Church, the organization now 
located on Livingston Avenue; it is now the Strand Theatre. The 
land for the new church being below the level of the street gave oppor- 
tunity for large rooms for Sunday School and other church activities 
beneath the main place of worship; this basement, always so-called, 
was never unaware of dampness from the old water course beneath. 
The church itself was a rather remarkable erection, a very large brick 
building of no very attractive architecture without or decoration within. 
Its entrance was close to the street. Narrow vestibule and narrow 
space between inner wall and rear pews gave little chance for so- 
ciability such as marks the present church at noon on Sundays. A 
large gallery across the rear, the organ and choir there. New interior 
_ decoration was accomplished some years after erection with money 
raised by the ladies of the church. Back of the pulpit in large deco- 
rative tablets the text of the Ten Commandments and of the Lord’s 
Prayer ; above in the centre a dove, symbol of the descending Spirit; 
enormous windows on either side, of simple decorative glass. The 
floor a long wide room, seating in its pews perhaps 800 people; the 
size telling the high hope of progress and as well the custom in all the 
churches of large Sunday attendance. The significance of the archi- 
tecture and of the later interior decoration is described in detail in a 
memorandum apparently derived from Mr. David Bishop now in the 
archives of the Church. In the manner of the time the pews were 
sold, that is premium paid for the privilege of having a particular 
pew ; a deed was given. 

Among new members of consistory in Mr. Wilson’s time were men 
whose families are still with us, Goyn D. McCoy, James C. Bergen, 
John Van Nest; just at its close Jonathan Dixon, deacon, young law- 
yer, graduate of Rutgers, who was to become the very distinguished 
Justice of the Supreme Court of New Jersey. Of Mr. Wilson himself 
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we have no very clear or complete picture. His photograph shows 
an old-fashioned looking man, of heavy build, broad face, rather 
statesmanlike, with spreading collar and stock, wearing spectacles. 

As successor to Mr. Wilson the Church turned again to a Rutgers 
and New Brunswick Seminary man, the Rev. John W. Schenck; he 
had been a member of the church in student days and had married a 
member of the church, Miss Cornelia Richmond. Of middle age, he 
had served three short pastorates, then one of eight years at Ithaca, 
N. Y. From that church he came here in 1863—for only three years, 
however. He went on to Philadelphia, then to the old church of 
Claverack, where he died in 1881 in the ninth year of that pastorate. In 
the Second Church he received many members, but the total of families 
and members was about the same when he left as when he came. It 
is interesting, however, to note that in his last report, 1866, the amount 
given by the congregation for denominational and general benevolence 
was almost exactly equal to the amount given for church support. The 
same was true, by the way, of the old First Church. Among the new 
members of consistory in his time were John H. Rolfe, Cornelius 
Bergen, Warren Hardenbergh, J. Rutsen Hardenbergh, J. Charles 
Van Cleef. 

Of Mr. Schenck personally we have no really adequate picture. His _ 
photograph shows a fine face of intellect and dignity, broad forehead, 
full beard and moustache, old-fashioned clerical dress. The Philadel- 
phia paper at his going to that city told of him as a man of fine, un- 
pretentious preaching, of a character and devotion calculated to build 
well the church he was to serve, to do a steady work of enduring 
worth. 

After these two short pastorates came one of longer time, twelve 
years, that of Chester D. Hartranft. He was installed on the evening 
of November 22, 1866. The hour was marked by tragic circumstance. 
While the service was still going on or was just over, there was alarm 
of fire. Word was hurried to Mr. Hartranft at the church that the 
fire was at his home, a house he had occupied with his family only 
a few days and where his wife was at the time with infant child. It 
had been started by a maid’s accident with a kerosene lamp. It was 
quickly extinguished by neighbors responding to the alarm. But the 
maid was so severely burned that she died before morning. In 1893 at 
the fiftieth anniversary of the church Dr. Hartranft spoke of the 
great kindness of the people to him and his wife in their great distress. 

The period of Mr. Hartranft’s service was especially notable in the 
life of the church. He was an extraordinary man. He was a graduate 
of the University of Pennsylvania; he was for a time a captain in 
the northern army, the Civil War; he had united with the Second Re- 
formed Church of Philadelphia, its pastor the Rev. Dr. Joseph Fred- 
erick Berg, a man of unusual learning and pulpit power. Deciding 
to enter the ministry, and Dr. Berg coming to New Brunswick as pro- 
fessor of theology in 1861, he entered the seminary here in that year. 
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After graduation he was for two years pastor at South Bushwick, 
Brooklyn. He came to this church at the age of 27 at salary of $2,000, 
remaining until 1878, when his salary was $3,000 and parsonage. He 
was of unusual intellectual gift, a profound student and of high at- 
tainment when scarce more than a youth. He was a teacher in the 
pulpit, concerned with the great truths of Scripture, the great and 
deep values of the Christian faith. His sermons, powerful in sub- 
stance and in form, were often over the heads, beyond the under- 
standing, of his hearers. But he drew the people to their pews, com- 
manded their utmost respect, admiration, confidence, even affection. 

His congregations were large partly by reason of his leadership in 
music, the great church crowded on occasions of special services of 
music. He was a talented musician; he organized and conducted a 
choir of many voices and much ability. He had a choir gallery built 
across the front of the church behind the pulpit from wall to wall for 
fifty singers. In 1874 he had the organ moved from the rear. He 
conducted the choir himself; after prayer or Scripture or sermon he 
would turn to direct and inspire his choir with his baton. He taught 
them best music and had them render it well. He carried his music 
work into the Sunday School, training children for the special services 
of Christmas and Easter, introducing them to finest standards of 
selection and exercise. He carried his talent into city education, city 
life ; he organized a Choral Society ; he established a Conservatory of 
Music, surviving for a few years, 200 to 300 pupils—teachers, Leopold 
Damrosch, Samuel P. Warren, Agramonte, Jacoby. He brought in best 
outside talent for special occasions. He was said by visiting orchestras 
to be a conductor equal to the best. Rutgers gave him the degree of 
Doctor of Music as early as 1871. It gave him his Doctor of Divinity 
in 1876. 

Dr. Hartranft was of striking physical appearance, tall, rather slen- 
der, strong, a face telling his intellect—and withal his fineness of 
spirit; for he was a good pastor, too, and a kindly friend. Yet he 
was a shy man socially, timid in approach to pastoral calling. 

He was an outdoors man, given to exercise and sport. Tradition, 
not surely sustained, says that he introduced football to New Bruns- 
wick and Rutgers on the seminary campus. He organized the Min- 
isters Boat Club, which had its own boathouse on the Raritan. His 
Adirondack canoe was of great interest to the boys nearby. In his 
address to the church people in 1893 Dr. Hartranft remarks: “How 
patiently you bore with my athletic proclivities, for I confess that 
a row in a boat on the tides, high or low, on the Raritan or a kick at 
the football on yonder seminary hill had sometimes a greater fasci- 
nation for me than to enter the pulpit or to conduct an ecclesiastical 
service or to pay pastoral calls. How resignedly you suffered me to 
elaborate my musical schemes ; how kindly you dealt with my timidity, 
my shuddering dread of public services and the trembling attempts in 
visits of inquiry and consolation.” In this address he gives a striking 
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comprehensive, though most modest, picture of the church life of his 
time. It was a time of much interest in local missionary work at 
Guilden Street and other parts of the city. His distinction in preaching 
and in music and in personality, reflecting itself in large congregations, 
naturally brought increase in the church body. The families increased 
from 130 to 220, the members from 251 to 418 (revised at the end 
to 350). The parsonage on Union Street was built in 1871 by the de- 
votion, energy, generosity of the ladies of the church, organized and 
active from that time in church improvement behalf. Among the new 
names in the consistory during this pastorate are: William R. Hill, 
Ten Eyck Sutphen, Henry Weston, William R. Janeway, Frank L. 
Janeway, David Murray, Wilson Mettler, Nicholas Williamson, 
Francis C. Van Dyck, James W. Beebe and D. Henry Merritt. 

In 1878 Dr. Hartranft was called to be professor in Hartford Theo- 
logical Seminary. Ten years later he became president, and he became 
founder of its modern and varied and distinguished life. The last few 
years of his life were spent in research and publication, finally in Ger- 
many, where he died in 1914. In recent years members of families in 
the church in Dr. Hartranft’s time united in erecting a tablet to his 
memory in the present church, completing, with the tablets to Drs. 
Demarest, Woodbridge and Hutton, the group of four just within the 
church entrance. 

Memory of about this time when the church had change of pastorate, 
memory of a youth of sixteen just entering college, gives vivid picture 
of details of service. The minister at the pulpit on the ample platform, 
behind him the organ and organist, the choir on either side. On the 
floor at the minister’s right the elders in their “box,” at his left the 
deacons in theirs. Professors of the seminary and college here and 
there, some of them, as other heads of families also, with children 
enough to fill the run of two pews from side aisle to wall aisle. Just 
in front at the left Henry Gowen always rising at the “long prayer” 
to stand during it; further forward on the right William R. Janeway 
likewise. Far on the right halfway up, Rev. Dr. William H. Ten Eyck 
with full voice leading the congregation in the Psalter response. In 
the Sunday School, Professor Murray or other college professor, 
superintendent; Professor George H. Cook with his women’s Bible 
class on one side; Mrs. Professor Doolittle with hers on the other. 
In the center John Van Nest with his class of growing boys; nearby 
Professor John C. Smock with his class of college students; and 
nearby Professor Wilber with his class of boys. Across the hall Mrs. 
William R. Hill with her great company of the so-called infant class. 

Now came by far the longest pastorate, nearly a third of the 100 
years, that of the Rev. Mancius H. Hutton, 1879 to 1907(9). He was 
of ministerial descent. His father, Dr. Mancius S. Hutton, was pastor 
of the Washington Square Dutch Reformed Church, New York; an 
ancestor was Rev. George W. Mancius, minister at Kingston, New 
York, and church pioneer in the Hudson and Delaware Valleys. He, 
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like most of his predecessors, was a New Brunswick graduate, his 
class 1860. He had been for fifteen years pastor of the Reformed 
Church of Mt. Vernon, New York; he came to the Second Church in 
1879 at the age of 42. At his coming he was just married, his bride 
a member of the Mt. Vernon church, Mary E. Clark, just half his 
are, 21. ; 

He was a man of very individual quality, tall, slender, intellectually 
gifted, spiritually devoted. His preaching was original in thought and 
expression, on texts very often unusual and unexpectedly suggestive. 
He was highly thought of in the wider circles of the ministry, in the 
denomination and among the all-church ministry of New York City. 
From 1896 until his death in 1909 he was president of the Reformed 
Church Board of Foreign Missions, in 1900 making a world-trip 
among the missions. He was especially versed in the New Testament, 
its Greek original, and at times he taught in New Brunswick Semi- 
nary. He was an intimate member of the Greek Club and the Historical 
Club of the city. Occasional improvements in church property mark 
his time ; early in the period new windows were placed in the church; 
a new organ was installed ; a church debt was paid off. The ladies were 
very active; a fair held by them produced $1,600; in 1887 they or- 
ganized their Church Improvement Society of long continuing use- 
fulness. Business property on Church Street was given the church and 
became a source of some constant income. At the midpoint of Dr. 
Hutton’s time, 1893, came the 50th anniversary of the founding of the 
church, His address was a model of historical statement. The ad- 
dresses of former pastors, Drs. Demarest, Woodbridge and Hart- 
ranft, unite with it to compose a very valuable published record. It was 
a high point of Dr. Hutton’s pastorate. 

The building of the Chapel was a great event of the time, an anni- 
versary achievement. Miss Elizabeth Minturn a little earlier, 1887, had 
given $5,000 for the:purchase of the needed ground, the narrow strip 
between the church and the adjacent building and the large space 
within extending toward Church Street. Mr. Douwe D. Williamson 
was in charge of the design and construction. When finished it had 
cost about $12,000, a substantial part subscribed and a mortgage 
placed for $7,000. The obligation was later placed in Building and 
Loan, the annual payment to which in time cancelled the debt. This 
erection brought Sunday School and Prayer Meeting and other ac- 
tivities from the long-used and useful but not wholly agreeable base- 
ment of the church. It became also of great service to proper organiza- 
tions outside the church, musical and civic, a central and agreeable 
place allowed by hospitality of consistory and congregation. The 
basement continued much in use; happy memories endure of the many 
evenings spent there before Christmas, the young people making the 
great ropes of greens that composed a remarkable decoration for the 
holiday time. | 

It was a time also of spiritual activity ; the Young Women’s Mission 
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Guild was organized; and the Arabian Mission Syndicate ; and the 
Christian Endeavor Society. Support of the church’s own foreign 
missionary was assumed. In his address, 1893, the pastor spoke of 
the church in warm tribute ; of the spiritual accessions ; of the generous 
giving ; of the material progress; of the incessant harmony of spirit. 
Some members had been dismissed to join the organizing body of the 
Suydam Street Church, 1884. Now others had just gone to assist 1n 
the founding of the Highland Park Church, 1890; the Second Church 
had sponsored the preceding mission there. The Throop Avenue 
Mission was constantly under attention and in 1897 the property was 
acquired by the three Reformed churches of the city. The Guilden 
Street Sunday School, begun in 1870, was carried on by the Second 
Church; Dr. Carl Meyer, German pastor, died in 1901; the church, 
the Third Reformed, disbanded; and the Second Church bought the 
property and later sold it, establishing the proceeds, $3,000, as a fund 
for local missionary work. A group of members of the Third Church 
came to the Second Church. Among the men of large service entering 
the consistory in Dr. Hutton’s time were Samuel C. Gowen, John F. 
Florance, Douwe D. Williamson, Henry P. Schneeweiss, Louis Bevier, 
John S. Voorhees, Austin Scott, Francis E. Wilber. Early in the new 
century the church began to have some sense of loss, some financial 
difficulty and some reduced attendance; and in 1907 some discussion 
began as to possible new location for the church north of the railroad. 

Dr. Hutton after twenty-eight years of distinguished service pre- 
sented his resignation. In October, 1907, he wrote a letter very fine in 
its feeling, its fellowship. He was just 70 years of age; 28 years was 
a long pastorate; retirement seemed right, though he felt himself of 
full health and strength; and he was ready to do any service still 
that might be in point. The response of the consistory was in turn a 
singularly fine expression of the church’s happy attitude toward him. 
His resignation was accepted to take effect January 1, 1908, he to be 
emeritus from that time, and full salary to continue so long as he 
might continue usual ministerial service. A fund of $3,500 also was 
composed and presented to him. It so transpired that he did continue 
virtually full work for nearly two years until his pastorate really be- 
came 30 years. 

It fell out strangely, too, the close of his work. In 1909 he wrote 
again advising that his service come to an end; the finding of a new 
pastor might more surely proceed. This took effect then October 31. 
On Thanksgiving Day, November 25, he preached the sermon at the 
union service of the city churches in St. James Methodist Church. 
Early thereafter he was taken seriously ill and he died on Sunday 
afternoon, December 19. 

Dr. Hutton received his degree of D.D. from Rutgers College. He 
was not only a man of intellectual and spiritual power, but of some 
artistic and mechanical skill as well. He was expert in cabinet work; 
a large and ingenious case with drawers and closets and pockets for 
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sermons stands today in the Stone House, Seminary Place. Beyond 
that, even more remarkable, a small organ was built by him for the 
parsonage, his home. 

Dr. Hutton’s successor was the Rev. John A. Ingham; installed 
March 2, 1910. He was 42 years of age, the same age as Dr. Hutton’s 
when he came. He was a graduate of Syracuse University and Union 
Theological Seminary. He was called from the Presbyterian Church 
of Irvington, N. Y. Pastor there for sixteen years, he had begun his 
ministry as assistant for two years with Dr. Edward B. Coe, of the 
St. Nicholas Church, Dutch Reformed of New York City. He re- 
mained with the Second Church for ten years in devoted, highly 
appreciated and fruitful service well remembered by so many of us 
here today. The usual current of church life, the receiving of members, 
the activity of the Sunday School, the financial support maintained as 
always. Missionary occasions and social service were of especial 
interest. The 50th anniversary of the erection of the church building 
was observed with appropriate service and addresses, April 9-10, 1911. 
Especially notable was a long reminiscent letter from Dr. Hartranft 
written from his then residence in Germany, a classic of fine feeling 
and fine expression, worthy of permanent form for all generations 
of the church life. 

At this time also members of the congregation united in gift of 
tablet to the memory of Dr. Hutton, a massive bronze tablet designed by 
Mr. Douwe D. Williamson. On the occasion of its erection in the 
church, Dr. Hutton’s brother, Professor Frederic R. Hutton, dean 
of the School of Mines, Columbia University, made a fitting address. 
Soon after a tablet of similar design to the memory of Dr. Demarest 
was given by his family. Then a third of similar design to the memory 
of Dr. Woodbridge was given by his family. The three were placed 
on inner side wall of the church, to remain there until, the building 
taken down, they were replaced in the new house of worship. 

Possible sale of the church building and land was pressed again and 
again upon consistory and congregation, especially by offers to pur- 
chase, by argument that the site should become taxable property, and 
by some feeling in the church that the building was not best adapted 
to its worship and that worship was marred by noise of trolley round 
the corner. Offers for purchase were substantial, amounting in 1919 
to $175,000, the church still continuing its refusal to sell. 

In 1913 the duplex envelope system for church support and benevo- 
lence was introduced, a system probably serving well in increase and 
convenience of contributions. A criticism of it has some weight per- 
haps as related to benevolence—that the specific causes, Foreign Mis- 
sions, Domestic Missions and the rest are somewhat obscured, some- 
what deprived of direct appeal. The Sunday School had especial 
occasion to be grateful for the long and devoted service of Mr. J. 
Alfred Van Nest, secretary, then superintendent until his death in 
1918. The Sunday School sustained also a major loss in the retiring 
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of Mrs. William R. Hill, for more than a generation the spirited, in- 
spiring teacher and director of the class always known as the Infant 
Class, successor to Mrs. John C. Elmendorf, of also long-continued 
and most effectual service. 

There was a notable sequence of events from 1916 to 1918. The year 
1916 was marked by the Anderson Evangelistic Campaign under the 
auspices of the city churches. A large temporary building was erected 
on Livingston Avenue. Great congregations assembled. Substantial 
additions to membership were received by the churches. The Second 
Church did not receive very many; but a certain new activity in the 
congregation resulted and persisted. A men’s Bible class, which has 
continued until now, and a Second Reformed Club of young men, espe- 
cially led by Mr. F. A. Armbruster until his death, strong and service- 
able for years thereafter. The ample spaces in the basement of the 
church came into large and more varied use. An interesting incident 
of 1917 was the proposal of a very definite church unity and common 
service of the congregations in the city, initially proposed by the then 
rector of Christ Church, Episcopal, which commanded much interest, 
the cordial attention of the Episcopal Bishop and of the Presbyterian 
and Reformed governing bodies, and resulted in some co-service for a 
considerable period from December, 1917. 

In 1918 came the country’s entrance into the World War and 
notable service by the church for the national movement. There was 
a large use of the church basement and of the chapel for occasions 
of organized cooperation. A center was thus provided for organiza- 
tions and committees given to the various details of war service. When 
the war was over a dinner was given for the returned soldiers. In 
1918 also came the 75th anniversary of the founding of the church, 
an occasion of fine historical address by Dr. Ingham and other happy 
observance. 

Dr. Ingham was an able and interesting preacher and incessant in 
devotion to every interest of the congregation. He had a pronounced 
taste for mathematics and astronomy and marked ability in these 
fields of study; they were his avocation. His aptness to and accuracy 
in statistics were a prelude to his later line of church service. In 1920 
he retired from the pastorate to become executive of the Progress 
Council of the denomination; then he was chosen stated clerk of the 
General Synod; later he was appointed secretary and treasurer of the 
Board of Direction of the Reformed Church. All these offices he 
filled at the same time during recent years until his retiring from 
them in 1942. He received the degree of D.D. from Syracuse Univer- 
sity in 1908. 

His service as pastor ended in November, 1920, a service warmly 
acknowledged by the church in grateful resolution, an appreciation 
which had been expressed a little earlier by gift to him on the tenth 
anniversary of his coming. During his time more than 100 members 
were received on confession and about 100 by letter. To the great satis-

faction of the people, Dr. and Mrs. Ingham have kept in close relation 
and fine friendship with them. They are here with us on this anniver- 
sary day. 

The search for a successor to Dr. Ingham came to conclusion in a 
call to the Rev. Louis H. Holden, pastor of the Reformed Church of 
Utica, N. Y., voted April, 1921, and accepted by him. He was a grad- 
uate of Yale University, from which he later received also the degree 
of Doctor of Philosophy, and of Union Theological Seminary. After 
five years of assistant work, four of them at the Congregational 
Church of Waterbury, Conn., he had given to Utica seventeen years 
of successful pastorate. He was installed pastor of the Second Church 
on May 26, 1921. His pastorate was brief like that of Mr. Wood- 
bridge, Mr. Wilson, Mr. Schenck, but of much interest and excellent 
record. In 1922 the reports are gratifying of advances in general 
church affairs, in the Sunday School, and in benevolence. The various 
use of chapel and basement so continued that an expenditure of $5,000 
was authorized for their renovation and adjustment. Later the pastor 
asked for larger support in some ways, and still later some trouble 
with his voice impeded him for a time, occasioning some period of 
pulpit supply, especially by Professor Edward S. Worcester ; the sec- 
ond service of Sunday was from that time omitted, a custom now 
largely maintaining in the Protestant churches of the city—save for 
meetings of the young people. An interesting incident in 1923 was the 
consistory’s consideration of the pastor’s manner of fulfilling the 
denomination’s requirement of preaching attention to the Heidelberg 
Catechism—interesting in the vote taken, two members of consistory 
dissenting from the vote of approval. A noteworthy incident was the 
bequest of Mrs. Hutton, $3,000, a virtual return of the gift made to 
Dr. Hutton at his retiring. 

The outstanding event of Dr. Holden’s time was the sale of the 
church buildings, all its property, and the planning of new location and 
erection. Occasional suggesting of such change, hardly given serious 
consideration, came at this time to full attention. Enforcing any dis- 
position toward change was the very substantial cash offer from parties 
wishing the site for business purposes, an offer not to be lightly re- 
fused, not likely to appear at later time. In the issue therefore, 1925, 
the church building and ground were sold for $306,000; the chapel 
and its ground and the Church Street properties were sold for $65,000. 
Some interior values were reserved by the church; pews, pulpit chairs 
and desk; coat-of-arms window. The $2,500 loan of the erection time, 
1862, from the Collegiate Church was repaid with $5,000 interest. As 
this transaction was completed and the question of new church home 
arose, Dr. Holden decided to retire from the pastorate. He presented 
his resignation in a very gracious letter to the consistory. Receiving it, 
the consistory united with him in request to the classis that the relation 
be dissolved. The action took effect October, 1925. 

At his last service in the church the consistory and congregation 
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formally expressed to him grateful and affectionate tribute and con- 
firmed their high appreciation with a gift of $3,000, an extra year’s 
salary. During his few years about 100 members were received. The 
number of families in the congregation had substantial increase. Gifts 
for church support and for benevolence reached their highest figures 
up to that time. 

Dr. Holden was a scholarly and incessant student of the Bible, well 
versed in the history, the substance, the languages of both Old Testa- 
ment and New Testament. His preaching was an unusual searching of 
the Scriptures, original and impressive in its interpretations. Some of 
his hearers sometimes no doubt thought his sermons rather beyond 
ordinary understanding, like many of those of Dr. Hartranft. He was 
faithful in pastorate and devout in spirit. His attention to, compilation 
of, church records was particularly careful and valuable. Rutgers 
conferred upon him the degree of Doctor of Divinity in 1922. Dr. 
Holden on retiring joined the teaching staff of the seminary as Lector 
in the English Bible and also associate in other departments. He and 
Mrs. Holden therefore remained in the congregation to the great 
satisfaction of the people until his retiring from the seminary and re- 
moval to Catskill, New York, in 1941. 

At Dr. Holden’s retiring came the period of planning and accom- 
plishing the transition from the old conditions to the new, a period of 
about four years without a pastor, nearly three years without a real 
church home. It was early decided to accept the hospitality of the 
seminary and worship in Suydam Hall. The great first floor room 
was made smaller by dividing curtain, seating was agreeably arranged, 
and until the new church was ready the services were held there com- 
fortably and acceptably. The church assumed any expense extra to that 
usual in the seminary maintenance. A new minister was not sought at 
once. It was thought that one would have better beginning when 
transition questions were settled. During the period Dr. W. H. S. 
Demarest was the supervisor appointed by the classis. The preaching 
soon came to be constantly in charge of the Rev. Dr. Milton J. Hoff- | 
man, professor in the seminary. The people greatly enjoyed his ser- 
mons, his conduct of the services. Attendance was well sustained. The 
congregation were reluctant to have him leave the pulpit; they asked 
his continuing while still serving as professor. They even indulged the 
thought of calling him to be pastor. He rendered the church very 
opportune service. 

The problem of re-adjustment was under constant study. Proposal 
had’ weight that there be merger with the old First Church, sustained 
by thought of larger, not too large, membership, of the strength of 
united life and action, the wider usefulness through reserve of funds 
for endowment. On the other hand, the location of the splendid old 
edifice, which would of course be used, was not most advantageous ; a 
location at the north of the city near university and seminary in area 
not overchurched seemed appropriate; desire to maintain an historic 
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entity of nearly one hundred years was far from negligible. A ques- 
tionnaire addressed to all the people showed prevailing sentiment for 
continued separate existence, though by a rather narrow margin, the 
vote: 151 for continued separate organization, 111 for merger with 
the First Reformed, 38 for other plan or non-committal. On July 
6, 1925, the consistory voted to maintain the existing organization, two 
members dissenting. Then of course the question, where? Bayard 
Street was suggested, and Livingston Avenue. But the north-area: 
then perhaps the purchase if possible of St. James Church property ; 
or the property of the D.K.E. Fraternity at the head of Seminary 
Place. But before the summer 1926 was over the block on College 
Avenue now occupied was chosen and under negotiation for purchase. 
The consistory finally approved of all details on September 14. 

Two houses in the block were bought at once, the third later on; 
the center one was moved to the side street, Stone Street. A building 
committee of consistory was appointed: Mr. Asher Atkinson and 
Mr. Henry C. Avery. Mr. Harry J. Rolfe and Professor Edward H. 
Rockwell were drawn from the congregation to advise and cooperate. 
Messrs. Ludlow and Peabody were the chosen architects. The church 
was built on the site of the removed house; a new organ was in- 
stalled ; one corner house was made a Church House for office, con- 
sistory room, social uses; the other corner house was made the par- 
sonage. The Sunday School building with general auditorium was 
built back of the church, all the buildings connecting by a hall or cor- 
ridor. In all, a splendid erection of colonial type at a cost which 
allowed $60,000 to remain for investment, permanent endowment. The 
New York Herald Tribune December 31, 1928, discussing the subject 
of church architecture, gave it honorable mention. The house removed 
to the side street remained also for income-bearing. The parsonage 
on Union Street was sold. The cornerstone of the church was laid 
with formal ceremony, March 26, 1927. The church was dedicated 
March 11, 1928, with congregation that filled the church. Some me- 
morial gifts attended the occasion. The pulpit was given in memory of 
Dr. David D. Demarest, the first pastor, by his family still wor- 
shipping in the church. The communion table was given in memory of 
Mr. Isaiah Rolfe, a first officer of the church, and John Henry Rolfe, 
both elders, by a member of the family still worshipping here. The 
three tablets in memory of Drs. Demarest, Woodbridge and Hutton 
were located with special ceremony. At the occupying of the new 
church the system of rented pews was given up; the free pew system 
was adopted. This action was taken by the consistory March 12, 1928, 
the day after the dedication of the church. The ordinary support of 
the church thus became dependent on the envelope system and further 
Sunday offerings. While this action was certainly in keeping with the 
spirit of the times and of modern congregations in general, it is 
not surely plain to everyone that it is in every way a help to either 
financial or spiritual prosperity. Most especially, the question attaches 
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whether regular church attendance has not been definitely reduced 
rather than increased by the change. 

Two very valued memorial tablets were now given, 1928, one to 
Henry R. Baldwin, M.D., by his family, one to David Bishop, Esq., 
by his family. They were placed in the vestibule of the church where 
the tablets to former pastors had been placed, brought from the old 
church. 

In 1928-1930 also the church made a gift of $3,000 for the erection 
of a church at Punganur, India, for work to which the missionaries of 
the church, the Rev. and Mrs. Henry J. Scudder, were especially 
devoted. It was for a Hutton Memorial Church in memory of Dr. 
Mancius H. Hutton, long the pastor of the Second Church and long 
the president of the Board of Foreign Missions of the Reformed 
Church. The gift corresponded’ in amount.with the bequest to the 
church by Mrs. Hutton, which in turn corresponded with the gift by 
the congregation to Dr. Hutton at his retiring. 

Now a pastor in full service being the clearly appropriate thing, 
one minister and another of possible acceptance occupied the pulpit 
in the spring and summer of 1929. In the autumn, September 22, the 
Rev. Milton T. Stauffer occupied the pulpit, conducted the Sunday 
service. After the service the voices of the people all united in desire 
that he come to them. The next evening the consistory took action 
to confer with him. A week later, September 30, a formal call was 
voted and signed by all members of consistory. He accepted the call. 
Mr. Stauffer had been known to the New Brunswick Seminary; he 
had been in the recent years lecturer on missions there. He was a 
graduate of Princeton University and of Union Theological Seminary. 
He had been for some years Educational Secretary of the Student 
Volunteer Movement for Foreign Missions and later of the Foreign 
Missions Conference of North America. Before that he had been in 
China for almost seven years engaged in research and survey in the 
offices of the National Christian Council of China, directing a survey 
of Protestant forces and producing a great volume on “The Christian 
Occupation of China,” the accepted authority on the subject. His only 
pastorate had been two years at the Franklin Reformed Church of 
Nutley, New Jersey, on seminary graduation. He was installed pastor 
of the Second Church, November 7, 1929. He received the Doctor 
of Divinity degree from Rutgers in 1931. 

It is unnecessary and impossible to recite the record of the fourteen 
years of his service, bringing us to the church’s 100th anniversary. 
It speaks for itself. The membership of the church has received large 
additions, on confession 149, by letter 196, 345 in all, closely corre- 
sponding with the twelve years of Dr. Hartranft and the first fifteen . 
years of Dr. Hutton. The membership roll revised has become 416. 
The endowment has about trebled during his pastorate, amounting 
now to over $200,000. Current gifts by the congregation for church 
support and benevolence have been well sustained ; for support about 
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$10,000 annually, for church boards and other benevolence about 
$4,000. The contributions for missions have been most noteworthy 
from the Women’s Society and the Young Women’s Mission Guild 
and the Arabian Mission Syndicate. 

The period in its early years was marked by the receiving of 
the Hartranft memorial tablet and later by the gift of a clock for the 
church steeple in memory of Professor and Mrs. George H. Cook, 
provided by bequest of their daughter, Miss Anne B. Cook, a member 
of the church since 1878. 

A major and immediate property advancement was the complete 
renovation of the house at the corner of College Avenue and Stone 
Street, the parsonage, and the building of an addition for pastor’s 
study and garage beneath at a cost of about $12,000, provided for by a 
gift of $3,000 from Mr. John Bishop and annual appropriation from 
investment income, now almost completed. The other parts of church 
property have been kept in constantly good condition, receiving fre- 
quent substantial improvements. Bequests large and less in amount 
have added to the invested endowment of the church. Very notable 
has been the bequest of Mr. John Bishop, over $100,000. The oppor- 
tunity thus is very great for the people to carry their work well beyond 
their own bounds while generous in offerings for their own church 
support. 

The consistory has been increased from the usual four elders and 
four deacons (six elders had been the custom at an earlier period) to 
six elders and six deacons. Their term of office has been increased from 
two years to three years. The method of electing members of con- 
sistory has been changed by the requisite permission of the classis. 
Each of the three constitutional methods has maintained. In past years 
the custom was open choice by the members. In 1919 this was changed 
to the method of choice by the members from double nominations by 
the consistory. Now the third method was adopted, choice by the con- 
sistory itself. 

Certain special activities have marked the years of the present 
pastorate. The renewed and substantial life of the young people’s 
organization and meetings. The occasions of Student Forum, dis- 
cussion of subjects of religious belief and practice. Especially the en- 
larged service to the New Brunswick Theological Seminary, its various 
official occasions and to the denomination, its Young People’s Con- 
ferences in the summer. And now, 1943, in the war service of the 
nation, granting its Church House and Parish Building to Rutgers 
University for classes in technical instruction, essential training for 
military enlistment, and inviting social use by men in the armed 
services. | 

A few words must be indulged as to the present pastor. The unusual 
quality of his preaching, his gift in prayer, his aptness to all the pastoral 
work, his spiritual leadership, his recognition in the wider denomi- 
national and inter-denominational life, his personal quality—all this 
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tells how fortunate the church has been in the coming to it of Dr. 
Stauffer. 

In the sweep of one hundred years, the Sunday School has a history 
of its own; so the church music; so the missionary societies; so the 
Church Improvement Society; each deserving its own record. Over 
2,200 members have been received into the church: on confession of 
faith 1045; by letter 1168. One hundred and fifteen members of the 
church have been ordained to the Christian ministry, only 12 of them, 
however, of Church families, the others members only while students 
in college or seminary. The people have given for church support 
well over $500,000; for missions, education and other benevolence, 
well over $300,000 ; total of well over $800,000. A record which may 
well inspire the present-day church to high spiritual effort and con- 
stant generous giving.

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GREETINGS FROM RUTGERS UNIVERSITY AND 
THE NEW BRUNSWICK THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY

It is my high privilege to bring the greetings and the congratula- 
tions of Rutgers University and the New Brunswick Seminary to this 
church on its Centennial. It would have been appropriate to have the 
president of Rutgers speak for the University and the president of the 
Seminary speak for that institution. Both of them belong to this 
congregation. There are, however, certain reasons why the greetings 
of the University and the Seminary may be brought appropriately by 
one person. Passing by the argument from brevity, which I hope not 
to neglect, we may recall that one hundred years ago Rutgers College 
and the Seminary were housed in the same building, now called 
Queen’s Building. The professors in the Seminary taught also in the 
College. Corporately the two institutions were distinct and are so 
to this day. Nevertheless, the relations between them have always 
been intimate and friendly. 

The movement for the establishment of: this church was initiated 
by the professors of the Seminary, who felt that with the growth of 
the city a second Reformed Church was needed. All three of these 
Seminary professors became members of the congregation from the 
start. Ever since then many of the Seminary faculty have attended 
here. Nearly all of the presidents of Rutgers have belonged to this 
congregation. At least two of them have been elders. Our first pastor, 
Dr, David D. Demarest, in his address at the semi-centennial in 1893, 
told most interestingly about the faithful service of President Theodore 
Frelinghuysen as an elder. His religion was vital and practical. Ac- 
cording to the custom of the time, he went calling on the people with 
the young pastor. He read the Bible and led in fervent prayer in their 
homes. President Austin Scott, whom many of us remember, was 
also an elder and was one of the committee on arrangements for the 
anniversary fifty years ago. 

When we consider the relation between these two educational in- 
stitutions and this church some facts are pertinent. Dr. Demarest, the 
first pastor, embodied this relation in himself. He graduated from the 
College and from the Seminary. A few years after his pastorate here 
he came back to New Brunswick as professor in the Seminary and 
for thirty-three years until his death he was a regular attendant and 
active supporter of this church. For many years he was a trustee of 
Rutgers and the very efficient secretary of the Board. He was also 
secretary of the Seminary faculty for thirty years. 

The relation of the second pastor, Dr. Woodbridge, to the College 
and the Seminary was intimate. He graduated from the Seminary. 
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After two short pastorates elsewhere he became pastor here. Only 
five years later the General Synod elected him professor in the Semi- 
nary. He held’ this position for forty-four’ years, the longest in the 
history of the institution, and he was emeritus for four years more. 
During all this time he attended this church. For a short time he and 
his family lived in part of Queen’s Building. He was the last member 
of the Seminary faculty who taught also in the College. 

The trustees of Rutgers have twice chosen a new president from 
the Seminary faculty, Dr. Campbell in 1863 and Dr. W. H. S. 
Demarest in 1906. Both of them were members of this congregation 
while they were professors in the Seminary and also during the 
presidency of Rutgers. Mr. Schenck, the fourth pastor, was a graduate 
of both these institutions. Dr. Hartranft, the fifth pastor, graduated 
from this Seminary and during his ministry here gave valuable service 
as chairman of the committee to select books for Sage Library. Dr. 
Hutton, the sixth pastor, was a graduate of the Seminary and for a 
few months taught in that institution in addition to his pastoral duties. 
Dr. Holden, the eighth pastor, became Lector in the Seminary shortly 
before his resignation as minister of this church and continued in this 
office for many years. Our present beloved minister was Lector in 
the Seminary some years before this church called him and still con- 
tinues in this relation. Having had long experience with young people 
when he was Educational Secretary of the Student Volunteer Move- 
ment, he organized in this church a forum of young men and women of 
Rutgers University to discuss moral and religious problems. This 
forum, which now meets in Hertzog Hall, has rendered a valuable 
service to Rutgers. Several pastors of this church have received 
honorary degrees from Rutgers. 

After this brief summary of the friendly relations between Rutgers, 
the Seminary and this church, I conclude my short address as I 
began it with the hearty congratulations of these two educational 
institutions on this happy occasion. With confidence we look forward 
to even greater service for the Kingdom of God in the century that 
lies ahead.

PERSONAL MEMORIES 
Rev. Joun A. Incuam, D.D., Minister, 1910-1920 


Mrs. Ingham’s cousin, Dr. Edward Johnson, Professor of Church 
History at the Seminary, suggested my name to the Consistory. I was 
then pastor of the Presbyterian Church at Irvington, N. Y. I was to 
preach as supply in the Rutgers Presbyterian Church of New York 
City October 17,1909. Three elders, Drs. Scott, Francis Cuyler Van 
Dyck and Edward B. Voorhees, attended the service and talked 
with me afterward. I came out to New Brunswick to preach November 
28. Dr. Hutton died December 19, and the Church was draped in 
mourning for him when Dr. Scott handed me the call to the pastorate. 
Mrs. Ingham and I came out to this city Wednesday, March 2, 
1910. I was installed that evening. Dr. Pockman presided at the service 
and Dr. Edward B. Coe preached the sermon. Thursday, March 3, I 
gave the Preparatory Lecture on “Fellowship in the Gospel” and the 
elders received into membership Charles W. Ritter, son of Mr. and 
Mrs. William H. Ritter. On March 13 I preached on the First Lord’s 
Day of the Heidelberg Catechism. During the Spring months I was 
busy getting acquainted. In July I continued preaching until the tenth. 
On the following Sunday a Japanese friend, Dr. K. Ibuka, spoke at 
the service. Before Sunday, July 24, I was stricken with typhoid fever 
at Fishers Island, N. Y. It was a trying experience, though the heavier 
burden fell on Mrs. Ingham. She had to look after the three children, 
secure a doctor and nurse, and look after me, all in very cramped 
quarters. With her usual resourcefulness she secured a tent, had it 
put up back of our cottage, and parked the children there. I was unable 
to return to the pulpit until October 16. The many kindnesses of the 
Consistory and congregation touched me deeply. 

The year 1911 brought the Fiftieth Anniversary of the old church 
building at Albany and George streets. It had been dedicated in April, 
1861, in the very week of the firing on Fort Sumter. We have two 
fitting memorials of that celebration: 1. The bronze tablet in memory 
of Dr. Hutton, designed by Mr. Douwe D. Williamson, and unveiled 
at the celebration. This led presently to the erection of similar tablets 
in memory of Drs. David Demarest and Samuel Woodbridge. 2. The 
hymn to tune, Duke Street, written by Dr. Bevier for the occasion, 
beginning 

“Our fathers in the olden days 
Founded in faith this house of praise” 


The hymn is No. 658 in the Hymnal of the Reformed Church. 


On June 25, 1911, Mr. Francis E. Wilber was ordained as a mis- 
sionary. He did Y.M.C.A. work in China for some years. Later he 
became pastor of the Congregational Church in Bound Brook. He died 
in New Brunswick April 21, 1929. 

The Dutch Arms functioned rather actively for several years. It 
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had a dinner November 24, 1911, also served dinners to the Church 
Improvement Society on the occasion of its Silver Anniversary, April 
26, 1912, and to the Ushers’ Association on November 14, 1913. Some 
time before this last dinner Mr. Sanford, football coach at the College, 
speaking at some gathering, alluded to Dr. Bevier, but said: “I never 
can think of his name.” This led Dr. Bevier to write a humorous poem 
with these words as refrain. There were verses in this poem for Dr. 
Julius Nelson, who was presiding; John H. Conger, J. Alfred Van 
Nest, Anton A. Raven and myself. 


For Dr. Julius Nelson: 


“Our chairman’s a learned professor, 
Written high in the annals of fame, 
He knows all there is about oysters, 
The wild ones as well as the tame. 
*Twere pleasant to praise and extol him, 
But I never can think of his name.” 


The last verse for me: 


“And here sits our pastor beside me, 
His soul with high thought all aflame ; 
We remember with grateful remembrance 
The fortunate day when he came. 
I'd be happy to tell how we love him, 
But I never can think of his name. 


February 22, 1914, was observed as “Go to Church Day.” The date 
was happily chosen, for when the next Sunday came, March 1, 1914, 
we observed the Lord’s Supper in the morning, receiving several new 
members. Later in the day a blizzard arrived. I find in my diary: “No 
lights, no service in the evening. Severe storm.’ My impression is that 
Louis, the sexton; Alfred Van Nest and I were the only ones who 
braved the elements to reach the Church. The following Thursday 
the New Brunswick Times published a photograph of their press-room, 
showing a Ford car backed into the press-room to run the engine. This 
was the comment: 

“Ford automobile pressed into service on Monday, March 2, when 
the blizzard cut off all electrical power. The little auto ran the linotype 
machines in the morning and the big newspaper press in the afternoon. 
An edition of 9,500 was printed on time and distributed throughout 
the city by an army of eager newsboys.” 

In that same month we opened the “Social Center” in our basement. 
Many will recall the fine work done with the boys by the late Fred A. 
Armbruster. This was an apt prelude to the larger undertaking during 
the first World War. 

I had been chosen president of the City’s Inter-Church Federation, 
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which had a dinner in our Chapel in April, 1914. William R. Reed, 
John A. Manley and Rev. Joseph P. Carman of St. James Methodist 
Church were speakers; also Dr. Bevier, who spoke of “Dreams and 
Deeds,”’ reading a humorous set of verses, “Feed the Brute,” and a 
more serious poem on the Church, of which one stanza was: 


“The Church—a partnership! for we 
Striving amid life’s storm and stress 
To spread the rule of righteousness 
Are partners with infinity.” 


One other memory of 1914 comes back with peculiar pathos in 
the light of the two World Wars. We observed Peace Sunday in the 
Opera House, May 17, 1914, to mark the fifteenth anniversary of the 
assembling of the first Hague Conference May 18, 1899. Dr. Scott 
presided, as Mayor of the City. Fred Hart led his orchestra in several 
selections. Professor Lendall sang Kipling’s Recessional in DeKoven’s 
setting and led members of the Rutgers Glee Club in singing. Rabbi 
Stephen S. Wise of the Free Synagogue in New York City was the 
speaker. Judge Peter F. Daly presented some resolutions at the close. 
How little any of us dreamed that the ensuing summer would bring 
war in Europe! 

I must hurry over the later years. The activities of the war years 
were many. None who shared in them can forget the Union Services 
on Sunday evenings in 1918 and 1919, I cherish the memory of a 
witty response made to me by Bishop Paul Matthews of the Episcopal 
Diocese of New Jersey. By his permission I preached in Christ Church 
January 13, 1918. That was my birthday—I was fifty years old. Thank- 
ing him for the coincidence which was somewhat of an inspiration to 
me, quick as a flash the Bishop answered: “That’s right. We believe 
in keeping Saints’ Days.” 

In March, 1920, the congregation marked my tenth anniversary 
with a handsome gift of $500, a very touching tribute. In June of that 
year I was, for a second time, a delegate to the General Synod, meet- 
ing in Asbury Park. Dr. David J. Burrell was elected president, suc- 
ceeding Dr. J. Frederic Berg, who is here with us on the platform 
today. Dr. Burrell felt that he must go back to New York for the 
Sunday morning service at the Marble Church. I was drafted to preach 
the Sunday morning sermon, a violation of all tradition, Dr. Burrell 
returned to preach in the evening. Some of us suspected that he felt 
compelled to insist on certain items of orthodoxy which seemed to 
him to be missing from Dr. Berg’s sermon at the opening of Synod. 

I was named Chairman of Synod’s Committee on Overtures, which 
led to a number of important activities in the Synod. I did not learn 
until quite recent times that my part in the sessions impressed the 
official force at 25 East 22nd street so favorably that they later asked 
me to become Secretary of the Progress Campaign Committee. The 
first invitation took me entirely by surprise. I promptly declined. It 
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was later renewed with such urgency that I accepted, thus terminating 
my pastorate here with the end of November, 1920. 

Let me add a postscript about the Church property. Early in my . 
ministry here we were offered $80,000. Consistory declined, naming, 
as nearly as I recall, $130,000 as the least they would consider. Some 
time later came an offer of $125,000, I think. Again they named a 
figure some $50,000 higher. Then late in 1919 $175,000 was offered 
and declined. In May, 1920, there was a newspaper report that $200,- 
000 had been offered. I find that I wrote a letter to the Home News 
in October, 1920, in which I said, speaking of $200,000, that “no such 
offer has ever come before us.” . 

When the sale was finally made, after I had gone, I estimated some- 
what roughly that the Church received for its property an amount equal 
to the current expenses of the Church for the whole time of occupancy 
of the property at George and Albany streets. As we look around 
.today we must feel that the Lord was guiding this Church. One item 
of regret was that when the old Church was torn down no trace of 
the cornerstone could be found. 


LETTER OF GREETING 
From Rev. Louis H. Hotpen, Ph.D., D.D., Minister, 1921-1925

Dear Dr. STAUFFER: 

May I suggest the following as my message through you to the Sec- 
ond Church at its anniversary in February? 

Accept our most earnest congratulations upon the accomplishment 
in kingdom-building symbolized by this centenary celebration. 

The Second Church may take rich pride in its spiritual influence by 
virtue of its unusual personnel, its close contact with Rutgers Uni- 
versity and with the New Brunswick Seminary and also through the 
lifelong service of very many who have gone forth from its member- 
ship to the pastorate and the mission field.

We shall 
keenly regret our inability to make the delightful contacts with the 
friends of many years. Will you kindly assure them of our personal 
devotion to them. 

Please do not omit in your public reading of this message our assur- 
ance to you and our affectionate devotion to you personally and our 
joy in the marked achievements of your pastorate. 

We would join with the assembled congregation in the prayerful and 
confident anticipation of even greater achievement into the far future 
under the guidance of the Living Lord.

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PERSONAL MEMORIES 
Rey. Mitton J. Horrman, D.D., Minister in Charge, 1926-1929 


My chief embarrassment is an embarrassment of riches, for in the 
seven minutes allotted to me it is very difficult to know what memories 
to recall from the many which made those four transition years in the 
late 20’s so significant both for myself and for this church. With my 
family I came to New Brunswick in late September, 1925. As I recall 
it, it was on my second day here that I walked down town, and ap- 
proaching the corner of George and Albany streets, became part of a 
considerable crowd watching the steeple of the old Second Church 
come crashing down. I always am sorry that I never saw the inside 
of that church. Quite naturally I joined your fellowship the very first 
Sunday here, meeting with you in Suydam Hall. In October I preached 
my first sermon for you and continued doing so until 1929. 

Obviously the matter of most intimate concern was the building of 
the new church, and yet somehow, important as that was, the memory 
of all the activities connected with that undertaking is not as precious 
to me as is the memory of all those more personal experiences in 
terms of Christian fellowship which, for me at least, made those years 
among the happiest of my life. 


The purchase of the property on College avenue, the moving of 
what was called the Raven House, the careful attention to the drawing 
up of plans and specifications for the new plant, the final letting of 
the contract, the actual beginning of excavation for the foundations, 
the laying of the cornerstone, the dedication of the Sunday School 
building, the gradual completion of the church building, the dedication 
Sunday in March, 1927—all are memories too vivid ever to be effaced. 


I can never say too much of Dr. Holden’s kindness to me. It is 
difficult to resist the temptation to mention individually the members 
of the Consistory who without exception unselfishly gave of their time 
and energy to the work of the church. Most of these are still living 
and present here tonight. To them I express my gratitude and deep 
appreciation. I mention only those who are no longer with us. The 
gracious courtesy and unfailing courage of Mr. Armbruster can 
never be forgotten. Many of us recall with gratitude the character and 
consecration of Henry P. Schneeweiss. This is not the place to 
make comparisons, but I doubt if there has ever been anyone who 
loved this church more than he did. Professor Arthur Hulbert was 
unfailing in his loyalty and support. Mr. Harry Rolfe gave us the 
advantage of his long building experience. As a member of the build- 
ing committee his contribution was invaluable. Lieutenant-Colonel 
Greacen always exhibited those qualities of courtesy, punctuality and 
orderliness so unfailingly inculcated by army training. 

Actually, as I said before, the memory of these building operations, 
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much as such operations appeal.to me, owing to my youthful training, 
are not as vivid as certain others of a more intangible character. There 
is the memory of deep faith and real courage. I recall as though it were 
yesterday, when my family returned from attending our first church 
service in New Brunswick, in Suydam Hall, that we wondered very 
greatly how a mere handful of people could see to its completion, and 
justify the completed work, with such a comparatively small number 
who could give their hearts and hands to the task. But when I got to 
know these people intimately ali doubt of their ability to see it through 
vanished. I shall never forget the spirit of consecration so very evident 
in those days. Though we worshipped in a barn-like structure with only 
one suggestion of beauty provided in the shape of a bouquet of flowers 
in front of the reading desk, put there from Sunday to Sunday by 
Helen and Julia Williamson, we there demonstrating that, while beauti- 
ful surroundings are altogether desirable, they are not essential to 
heart-warming Christian worship. 

I shall never forget the spirit of unity which prevailed. There were 
differences of opinion—inevitably so. There were minor personality 
clashes—inevitably so. And yet, in spite of differences, sometimes even 
because of them, we were knit together in a bond of unity which gave 
to us all a sense of confidence in the future of an enterprise in which 
we all believed. It is therefore not difficult for me to explain why 
this church has grown with the years. We owe more than anyone can 
tell to the leadership of Dr. Stauffer, but that leadership would have 
been helpless in itself but for those warm qualities of faith, courage 
and unity which are the heritage of those who builded better than they 
knew, and who for ever will have us in their debt. 

This church has another asset of incalculable importance—its mis- 
sionary spirit. When we undertook to build the Mancius H. Hutton 
Memorial Church in Punganur, India, we did more than just set aside a 
modest sum from the sale of the church property on Albany street ; 
rather, by that act, you showed unmistakably where your interest lay. 
That church in India is a symbol of the Christian outreach which has 
always characterized this church. 

I have just finished reading the sermons and addresses delivered 
in connection with the fiftieth anniversary of this church. It is apparent 
that the same emphases made then are being made now. There may 
be a difference of terminology, but the essential facts and qualities 
of the spiritual life are very much the same. It is this, more than 
anything else, that makes us all confident that the record to be made 
in the next hundred years will be even more significant than the one 
which we commemorate tonight. 

We are celebrating this anniversary in the midst of a world war of 
such colossal proportions as men have never known. What the specific 
shape of things to come will be none of us knows, but that there will 
be very, very great changes in our political, social and economic 
outlook is absolutely apparent. These changes we do not fear. Some 
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of them we positively welcome. To these changes we shall present the 
changeless but ever growing Christ. This church will again demonstrate 
that'no other institution changes less or developes more. This church 
will not water down its message. It will try always to remain a con- 
sistant interpreter of the mind of Christ. Therefore to pastor, Con- 
sistory and people I bring my best wishes for the years that lie ahead. 
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BIOGRAPHIES. OF THE PASTORS 
By Rev. JoHn H. Raven, D.D., Litt.D. 


Rev. Davip D. Demaregst, D.D., LL.D., 1843-52 


Dr. Demarest was the first pastor. He was born July 30, 1819, in 
the ancestral home where is now the town of Oradell. He was the 
son of Daniel P. Demarest. On his father’s side he came of French 
Huguenot ancestry and on his mother’s of Dutch. The first des Marest 
in America came from Picardy, France, lived’ a short time in the 
Netherlands, and for a brief period in the Palatinate. He came to this 
country in 1663 and in 1677 acquired and occupied the French Patent 
on the Hackensack. The father of Dr. Demarest having died in 1822, 
his mother and her four sons lived with the pious grandfather, Peter 
P. Demarest, elder in the Dutch Reformed Church of Schraalenburg. 
Being well prepared, David, the third son, entered the sophomore 
class at Rutgers College in January, 1835. He graduated in 1837. In 
his memorial address before the New Brunswick Historical Club No- 
vember 17, 1898, Dr. Mancius H. Hutton tells of the young student’s 
conversion: “Always a moral and exemplary boy, he had shown no 
particular religious trend until the great religious interest which ap- 
peared in this town in 1837, four months only before he graduated. 
He became one of its subjects and it was literally a conversion of his 
life. It turned him to the ministry.” He graduated from the New 
Brunswick Seminary in 1840, was licensed to preach and ordained. 
Aiter serving several months as assistant to Dr. James Romeyn of the 
Reformed Church at Catskill, N. Y. (1840-41), he became pastor 
of the church at Flatbush, Ulster County, N. Y., where he stayed two 
years (1841-43). 

The newly organized Second Reformed Church of New Brunswick 
called him in 1843 as their first pastor. The second Sunday he preached 
here was on November 12 at the two opening services of the new 
church, which is now the Strand Theatre. He was installed on Thanks- 
giving Day, which was held that year on December 7. There were only 
20 families and 29 communicants when his ministry began here. There 
were 88 families and 125 communicants when he resigned nine years 
later. The faculties of the College and the Seminary were among the 
prime movers in founding the church. All three of the Seminary pro- 
fessors, Drs. Van Vranken, Cannon and McClelland, not only attended 
it, but also assisted the young minister in preaching and pastoral work. 
When Dr. Theodore Frelinghuysen became President of Rutgers in 
1850 he joined this church and was soon elected an elder. At the semi- 
centennial in 1893 Dr. Demarest spoke of him as “the meek, humble, 
conscientious and courageous Christian disciple.” He also testified to 
his faithfulness as an elder, saying: ““Never can I forget the visitation 
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of all the families of the congregation that he and I made in company 
after the ancient fashion. He was no silent elder in that work. I seem 
even now to be listening to his earnest exhortations and prayers from 
house to house.” When Dr. William H. Campbell became professor in 
the Seminary in 1851 he and his family entered the fellowship of this 
church. On the 19th of August, 1846, Dr. Demarest married Miss 
Catherine Louisa Nevius of New Brunswick. She was the daughter 
of James Schureman Nevius, a prominent citizen of this city, a Justice 
of the Supreme Court of New Jersey and for many years a trustee of 
Rutgers. They had seven children: (1) Leah Demarest (Mrs. Graham 
Taylor) ; (2) Rev. James Schureman Nevius Demarest; (3) Cath- 
erine Louisa Demarest (Mrs. Oliver Davidson) ; (4) Mary Arthur 
Demarest ; (5) Rev. Alfred Howard Demarest, D.D.; (6) Rev. Will- 
iam Henry Steele Demarest, D.D., LL.D. and (7) Rev. Stephen Du- 
Bois Demarest. In 1852 Mr. Demarest’s impaired health led him to 
accept a call to the Reformed Church at Hudson, N. Y. This change 
of climate proved so beneficial tha the served that church for thirteen 
years (1852-65). 

In 1865 the General Synod elected Dr. Demarest the first occupant 
of the professorship of Pastoral Theology and Sacred Rhetoric in 
the New Brunswick Seminary. So he and his family came back to this 
city and this church. In 1893 he addressed the church as follows: 
“You think of me, at this time, as the first one in the line of six pastors. 
I have been so announced. Yet the years spent with you as a parish- 
ioner are three times as many in number as were those that were spent 
with you as a pastor. I have enjoyed the ministrations of three of my 
successors, Schenck, Hartranft and Hutton. Here some of my children 
have been baptized; here they all have spent years in the Sunday 
School, first as scholars, then as teachers ; here they have been active 
in the various forms of church work in which the young people are 
interested ; here all of them have made confession of personal faith 
in the Redeemer and taken their places for the first time at the table 
of the Lord. From this church home they have gone, one after another, 
out into the world, some to preach the everlasting gospel and the 
others to serve the Master in the spheres in which He has placed them.” 
As professor of what is now called Practical Theology, Dr. Demarest 
was supremely practical and wise. He drew much of his instruction 
from his long experience in the pastorate and his wide acquaintance 
with the experience of other ministers. Every student was impressed 
with his common sense. His advice concerning difficult pastoral mat- 
ters was long remembered. No one else in our ministry was sought so 
often for his counsel. He occupied his chair for thirty-three years 
(1865-98). He was a Trustee of Rutgers College for forty years (1858- 
98), and Secretary of the Board from 1866 until his death. He was 
also Secretary of the Seminary Faculty thirty years (1865-95). Those 
who have had the privilege of reading his minutes testify to the ex- 
cellence of his penmanship and the careful accuracy of his records. He 
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was a model secretary. In 1858 he was President of the General Synod 
and from 1862 until 1871 its Stated Clerk. He was President of the 
New Brunswick Historical Club from soon after its founding in 1870 
until his death. In 1857. Princeton College gave him the degree of D.D. 
and in 1892 Rutgers College an LL.D. He published: (1) The History 
and Characteristics of the Reformed Protestant Dutch Church, which 
went through two editions (1856, 1889) ; (2) Practical Catechetics, 
1882; (3) Centennial Volume of the New Brunswick Seminary (with 
two other editors), 1884; (4) Practical Liturgics, 1894; (5) Notes on 
the Constitution, 1896; and (6) Pastoral Theology, 1897. Dr. Dema- 
rest died at New Brunswick, June 21, 1898. 

Dr. Hutton said of him: “If he be considered as pastor and preacher, - 
it may be enough to say of the pastor, that, although he had laid down 
the sacred and tender office of the pastor more than thirty years before 
he went to his reward, yet that to this day there are those in every 
single pastorate which he has held, who turn affectionately to the 
recollection of his assiduity, his power to comfort, his wisdom in dis- 
pelling doubts, his sympathy in sorrow, his power as a ‘son of conso- 
lation.’ Of the preacher, it will be enough to say that his excellent taste 
and strong sense of reverential propriety made him most acceptable in 
the pulpit. A certain rounded completeness which characterized all that 
he did held good of his sermonizing also. He was always appropriate, 
spiritual and helpful.” 

A tablet to the memory of Dr. and Mrs. Demarest was placed in the 
church at George and Albany Streets in 1915 and is now in the vesti- 
bule of the church on College Avenue. 


Rev. SaMUEL Merritt WoopsripcE, D.D., LL.D., 1852-57 


Dr. Woodbridge was the second pastor. He was born at Greenfield, 
Mass., April 5, 1819. He was the son of Rev. Sylvester Woodbridge, 
D.D., and Elizabeth Gould (Woodbridge). He was the eleventh gen- 
eration of ministers descended from Rev. John Woodbridge, a follower 
of Wyckliffe, who was born in England in 1493. The sixth Rev. John 
Woodbridge in this line was the first of the family in America. He 
came to Newbury, Mass., in 1634, when he was twenty-one years old. 
Returning to England on account of his father’s death, he remained 
there until 1641. In that year he migrated the second time, settled at 
Andover, Mass., and was ordained as pastor of the church there. He 
was the second minister ordained in New England. Cotton Mather 
described him as “a great reader, a great scholar, a great Christian, 
anda pattern of goodness in all the successive stations he was called to 
fill.”” His brother, Benjamin, came to America with him in 1641 and 
was the first graduate of Harvard College. Rev. Timothy Woodbridge, 
D.D., a son of John of Andover, became the influential pastor of the 
church at Hartford, Conn. and was one of the promoters of the estab- 
lishment of Yale College. The name of Amity, near New Haven, was 
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changed to Woodbridge in honor of its pastor, Benjamin Woodbridge, 
who graduated from Yale in 1740. 

With such an able and truly Christian ancestry, Samuel M. Wood- 
bridge gave promise of a supremely useful life in the ministry. His 
academic studies were pursued at the New York University from 
which he graduated in 1838. His theological course was taken at the 
New Brunswick Seminary where he graduated in 1841. In that year 
Dr. Woodbridge was licensed by the Classis of New York and ordained 
by the Classis of Long Island. His first charge was in the South Re- 
formed Church of Brooklyn, N. Y. (1841-50). He married Miss Caro- 
line Bergen of Brooklyn in February, 1845. Many of us remember 
their daughter, Miss Caroline Woodbridge. Then he served the Second 
Reformed Church of Coxsackie, N. Y. for two years (1850-52). It 
was in the latter year that the Second Reformed Church of New Bruns- 
wick lost its pastor, Dr. David D. Demarest. On invitation of the 
Consistory Mr. Woodbridge preached here. He was called to the 
pastorate and was installed November 16, 1852. At the semi-centennial 
in 1893 Dr. Hutton said: “Then began a most fertile and satisfying 
ministry. .. . Those who remember say that the church across the way 
was crowded to the doors Sunday night after Sunday night.” The old 
building being inadequate and unsuitable, the Consistory had long 
discussions concerning the acquiring of property and the erection of 
a new church. Finally a congregational meeting decided to purchase the 
ground at the southeast corner of George and Albany Streets. This 
was done and plans were made for the building on the new site. Before 
they were carried out the General Synod of 1857 elected Dr. Wood- 
bridge professor of Pastoral Theology, Ecclesiastical History and 
Church Government in the New Brunswick Seminary. One hundred 
and nineteen were added to the church membership during his five 
years (1852-57). Dr. Woodbridge was professor in the Seminary for 
forty-four years (1857-1901) and Emeritus Professor until his death 
(1901-05). This is the longest term of service of a professor in the 
history of the institution. For the first seven years he was also Pro- 
fessor of Metaphysics and the Philosophy of the Human Mind in 
Rutgers College (1857-64). He was the last Seminary professor to 
serve Rutgers in this way. In 1865 the new professorship of Pastoral 
Theology and Sacred Rhetoric was established and Dr. Demarest came 
to fill it. Thus Dr. Woodbridge was relieved from this part of his 
teaching but he continued as Professor of Ecclesiastical History and 
Church Government until 1901. He was Dean of the Seminary from 
1883 until 1888 and President of the Faculty from 1888 until 1901. 

Dr. Woodbridge’s wife having died in 1861, he married Miss Anna 
Whittaker Dayton of New Brunswick, December 20, 1866. Their chil- 
dren were Anna Dayton Woodbridge and Mary Elizabeth Wood- 
bridge (Mrs. Floris Ferwerda). He received the degree of D.D. from 
Rutgers in 1857 and from Union College in 1858. Rutgers gave him 
an Dai sea, 
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By vote of the Alumni Association of the Seminary in 1896 the 
fortieth anniversary of Dr. Woodbridge’s professorship was com- 
memorated in Kirkpatrick Chapel May 20, 1897. The General Synod 
of 1896 appointed Dr. Cornelius Van Santvoord, who had been Presi- 
dent of the Synod of 1857 which had elected him, to convey their greet- 
ings. Dr. J. McClellan Holmes of the class of 1857 presided. He said 
in part: “Few lives have been more complete in experience and attain- 
ment than that of our venerated father and friend. In private rela- 
tionship and official position he has fulfilled the expectation of men 
and won the approval of God.” Prayer was offered by Dr. David D. 
Demarest, and congratulations were presented by the representative 
of General Synod, by the President of Rutgers College, by older and 
younger students of Dr. Woodbridge and by professors of other semi- 
naries. Dr. Woodbridge gave the principal address, its theme being 
Conservatism in Theology. The grandeur of his thought and style 
is well illustrated near the end: “Thus, my brethren, God has com- 
mitted to us unsearchable riches. He has put into our hands, we might 
almost say, the crown jewels of His kingdom. Any one of them is 
worth more to our poor race than all the treasures of the world; to 
lose one of them is to lose a gem out of the diadem of Christ. The 
history of the Church has shown that these truths of God, conserved 
in the hearts of His people, reveal themselves as the influential power 
in elevating and purifying humanity.” He published: (1) Analysis of 
Theology, which went through two editions (1872-73, 1883); (2) 
Faith: Its True Position in the Life of Man, 1875; (3) Manual of 
Church History, 1895 and (4) Manual of Church Government, 1896. 
Dr. Woodbridge died in New Brunswick, June 24, 1905. 


The minutes of the Seminary Faculty paid this tribute: “To very 
few of His servants does God grant so large an opportunity of use- 
fulness as was given to Dr. Woodbridge and very few indeed are they 
who use their opportunities as well as he. Not many remain upon earth 
to whom he ministered in holy things in the pastorate, but many whose 
eternal happiness is due to his fearless yet loving presentation of the 
offers of grace are gathered with him around the throne of God. For 
nearly half a century his profound, suggestive, scriptural and practical 
preaching in the Chapel of Rutgers College was a stimulus to noble 
thinking and noble living among hundreds of students. One could 
not be inattentive to him, for his preaching was ‘in demonstration of 
the spirit and of power’.” 

“As a teacher Dr. Woodbridge was unique. His strong personality 
made the characters of Church history and the doctrines of theology 
living. His virile faith was a constant source of vigor to the student. 
To him the doctrines of the faith formed an articulated and organic 
system founded upon a supernatural revelation, while Church history 
was the onward march of God’s eternal purpose unfolding the truth. 
Grouping itself about certain commanding figures, Church history be- 
came vivid, personal, divine. To listen to his impromptu addresses 
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which came from the fullness of his well-stored mind shaped into the 
forms of convincing logic was to receive a new proof of the truth as he 
saw it. Each of us, who constitute the present Faculty, counts it among 
his highest privileges to have sat at the feet of Dr. Woodbridge as 
he sat at the feet of Christ.” 

“As a Christian in the manifold relations of life he was most con- 
scientious and spiritual. No firmness of conviction that his own re- 
ligious views were true and no righteous indignation at looseness 
in the views of others ever embittered the sweetness of his Christlike 
spirit. The years of our association with him in the Faculty, though 
so few, will be a precious memory to us all. He lives in our hearts, in 
the hearts of hundreds of his students, and the purity of his spirit is a 
fragrant recollection in the institution of which he was the honored 
head so long.” 

Dr. Woodbridge and his family were active in the Second Reformed 
Church and loyal supporters of each pastor during the many years 
of his professorship. A tablet to his memory was placed in the church 
at George and Albany Streets and is now in the vestibule of the church 
on College Avenue. 


Rev. Hucu Nessitr Witson, D.D., 1858-62 


Dr. Wilson was the third pastor. He was born at Elizabeth, N. J., 
May 7, 1813. His parents, James and Eleanor Wilson, were greatly 
respected in that community. When he was fifteen years old he united 
with the Second Presbyterian Church on confession of faith. He grad- 
uated from Princeton College in 1830. For a short time he taught at © 
Trenton, N. J. Then entering Princeton Theological Seminary, he was 
graduated in 1834. He was Tutor in the College for two years (1833- 
35). Years afterward a friend wrote of him: “He was faithful, thor- 
ough and able as an instructor. . .. He commanded the unbounded re- 
spect as well as the affection of the students. They looked’ upon him as a 
warm, personal friend.” The Presbytery of Elizabeth licensed him 
April 23, 1835 and ordained him as an Evangelist October 7 of that 
year. He began to supply the Presbyterian Church at Southampton, 
Long Island in September, 1835. On June 29, 1836, he was installed 
as pastor of that church. This relation continued until April 13, 1852. 
The friend already quoted says: “His pastorate on Long Island was 
long, useful and happy. . .. He gathered many souls into the church 
and enjoyed the unbounded love of his people.” His second charge 
was in the Presbyterian Church at Hackettstown, N. J., which he 
served with great acceptance from 1852 until 1858. 

Since he was, according to the friend just mentioned, “as a preacher 
earnest, affectionate, instructive and popular,” his reputation reached 
New Brunswick. He was called to the pastorate of the Second Re- 
formed Church and installed May 27, 1858. He served here from 
1858 until 1862. The building of the new church was the most import- 
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ant event of his ministry. The lots had been purchased and the plans 
made before he came. On October 26, 1858, Dr. Wilson laid the cor- 
nerstone. The financial depression, which spread over the country, 
delayed the erection. The Consistory struggled constantly in their 
efforts to meet the payments. Consequently the building was not dedi- 
cated until April 10, 1861. His health was never good. It may have 
been made worse by his anxiety about the completion of the church. 
He resigned in May 1862. Eighty-seven were added to the member- 
ship during his pastorate. 

Returning to his first charge at Southampton, L. I., he supplied the 
church from August 1863, until September 25, 1864, when he was in- 
stalled as pastor. In 1867 ill health compelled him to relinquish his 
ministerial work. He removed to Germantown, Pa., where he lived 
until his death, June 4, 1878. He received the degree of D.D. from the 
University of Vermont in 1852. From 1851 until 1858 he was a Di- 
rector of Princeton Theological Seminary. Dr. Wilson married Miss 
Jane Post. Their children were Eleanor J. Wilson, Henrietta F. Wilson 
and Julia A. Wilson. 


Rev. JoHN WETHERILL SCHENCK, 1863-66 


Mr. Schenck was the fourth pastor. He was born near Cranbury, 
N. J., December 27, 1825. William Lott Schenck was his father and 
his mother was Lydia Randolph (Schenck). His ancestors came from 
the Netherlands and England. He graduated from Rutgers College 
with the degree of A.B. in 1845. Three years later Rutgers gave him 
the degree of A.M. In 1849 he graduated from the New Brunswick 
Theological Seminary. In that year he was licensed by the Classis of 
New Brunswick. He had four pastorates before coming to this city: 
Tarrytown, N. Y. (First), 1849-51; Chatham, N. Y., 1851-53; Bed- 
ford (East Brooklyn), 1853-55 and Ithaca, N. Y., 1855-63. 

He was called to the Second Reformed Church of New Brunswick 
and installed April 9, 1863. His pastorate lasted only three years, from 
1863 until 1866. During this time 89 were added to the membership. 
The debt for the new building, which had been a burden so long, was 
finally cleared away, May 1, 1866. In June he accepted a call from 
the Third Reformed Church of Philadelphia where he remained two 
years (1866-68). Then he had his only charge outside the Reformed 
Church in America. It was in the Presbyterian Church of Pottsville, 
Pa. (1868-72). His last and longest pastorate was in the old Reformed 
Church of Claverack, N. Y. He served that church nine years, from 
1872 until 1881. His death occurred at Claverack, December 28, 1881. 
A memorial service for him was held in the Claverack Church Janu- 
ary 11, 1882, at which several of the neighboring ministers spoke. One 
of them said : “Three things impressed me: First, his wonderful knowl- 
edge of the Scriptures. Second, his unusual cifts i in prayer. He seemed 
to know God, and to speak face to face. Third, he was an illustration 
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of sanctified individuality, fearless in declaring the truth and his con- 
victions ; his heart was as tender as a woman’s and brave as a lion.” 

Mr. Schenck married Miss Sophia Louise Satterlee of Yonkers, 
N. Y. They had three children: Jessie Schenck, Clarence Schenck and 
Vincent Schenck. 


Rev. Cuester Davin Hartranrt, Mus.Doc., D.D., 1866-78 


Dr. Hartranft was the fifth pastor. He was born at Frederick, Pa., 
October 15, 1839. The ancestors of his father, Samuel Hartranft, came 
to Pennsylvania from Silesia in 1734 and those of his mother, Salome 
Stetler, from the Palatinate about the same time. His father belonged 
to the Schwenckfelder Church and his mother to the Lutheran. The 
family removed to Philadelphia in 1846. There they became connected 
with the Second Reformed Church of which Dr. Joseph F. Berg was 
pastor. Dr. Hartranft united with this church in 1860. His academic 
studies were taken at the University of Pennsylvania, where he re- 
ceived the degree of A.B. in 1861, being the third honor man of his 
class. Three years later he graduated from the New Brunswick Theo- 
logical Seminary, was licensed by the Classis of Philadelphia and or- 
dained by the North Classis of Long Island. In 1864 he married Miss 
Anna Frances Berg, daughter of Dr. Berg, who was professor in the 
New Brunswick Seminary from 1861 until his death in 1871. Two 
of the children of Dr. and Mrs. Hartranft lived to maturity: Henry 
Berg Hartranft and Frederick Berg Hartranft. 

His only pastorate before coming here was in the South Bushwick 
Church of Brooklyn, N. Y., which he served two years (1864-66). 
His second and most important pastorate was in this city. He was 
installed November 18, 1866. His twelve years in New Brunswick 
(1866-78) were notable not only for his preaching and pastoral work, 
but also for his musical activity. (For an account of this activity see 
Dr. Demarest’s Historical Address at the Centennial). There were 
330 members added to the church in his time. The parsonage on Union 
Street was erected for him. He started in the church a musical library 
which is still in use. Rutgers gave him the honorary degree of Mus. 
Doc. in 1871, when he was only thirty-two years old. He was further 
distinguished by the degree of D.D. from Rutgers in 1876 and from 
Williams in 1893. While he was pastor here he was chairman of 
the important committee which through many years purchased books 
for the Sage Library. These books are among the most valuable in 
that great collection. 

In 1878 he was called to be Professor of Ecclesiastical History 
in Hartford Theological Seminary. After holding this professorship 
for ten years (1878-88) the office of President was revived so that he 
might be head of the institution. He continued in this honorable posi- 
tion for fifteen years (1888-1903). During part of this period he was 
also Professor of Biblical Theology (1892-97) and for the remaining 
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years Professor of Ecclesiatical Dogmatics (1897-1903). As if this 
were not enough, he was Librarian for six years. During his era at 
Hartford the library grew from 7,000 volumes without its own build- 
ing to a large, well-housed collection. There were four professors, 
counting himself, when he came, and twelve professors, three instruc- 
tors and tutors, and ten special lecturers when he left. The endowment 
increased considerably and the number of students, both men and 
women, became much larger. Well did Professor Waldo S. Pratt say 
in 1915: “Under his hand this Seminary was transformed without 
shock or break from the small pattern of a century ago into a form 
fitted to an age of which the founders had not even dreamed.” Dr. 
Edward S. Worcester, one of his beloved pupils, in an address to 
the Hartford Alumni in 1926 on “The Hartranft Era’ summarized 
his scholarship and versatility in part as follows: “For thoroughness’ 
sake he studied’ Arabic, . . . Latin and Greek theologians were his 
familiars, while with his command of modern languages he kept 
au courant of scholarly publications and university activities not only 
in America and Britain but on the Continent... . He was a lover of 
literature, a musician, and an oarsman and could on occasion conduct 
military drill.” 

The musical activity of Dr. Hartranft in Hartford was far more 
extensive and enduring than that in New Brunswick. He brought Dr. 
Waldo S. Pratt to the Seminary as Professor of Music. In 1881 a 
Choral Society of the students was formed. A School for Church 
Musicians was established in 1890 in the Seminary. This was the be- 
ginning of the Hartford School of Music, which has grown to be a 
strong institution with a large faculty. It occupies a building, which 
it owns, on one of the principal streets of the city. Largely through 
the influence of this school Hartford has become one of the chief 
musical centers of our country. At its fiftieth anniversary in 1940 the 
historian of the School wrote: “Everyone who has been acquainted 
and associated with the School through its various developments to its 
present status knows how it has held to the ideals which were laid 
down by its founder, Dr. Hartranft; ideals which have ever kept the 
work of the School on so high a plane of achievement.” 

From as early as 1882 he was deeply interested in the life and work 
of Kaspar von Schwenckfeld and the Schwenckfeldian Church which 
he founded. He made several trips abroad to continue his research 
on this subject. Funds having been raised for the prosecution of this 
work, he resigned’ the presidency and professorship in Hartford Semi- 
nary in 1903 and spent his last years in Germany gathering and pub- 
lishing material about Schwenckfeld and his followers. The Seminary 
made him Research Professor and Honorary President. Besides sev- 
eral addresses his most important publications were: (1) Translation 
and Enlargement of Exposition of Numbers and Deuteronomy in 
_Lange’s Commentary; (2) Sozomenus: Church History A. D. 323- 
425, in Schaff and Wace Nicene and Post Nicene Fathers, 1890; and 
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(3) Corpus Schwenckfeldianorum. His wife having died several years 
earlier, he married her sister, Miss Ida Thomas Berg, November 22, 
1911. Dr. Hartranft died in Wolfenbiittel, Germany, December 30, 
1914. 

Word of this sad event did not reach Hartford until January 20, 
1915. A simple service of commemoration was held at the Seminary 
on February 9. President Mackenzie opened the service, Dr. Rockwell 
H. Potter offered the prayer and the address was made by Dean 
Melancthon W. Jacobus. A longer memorial service was held in 
connection with the Eighty-first Anniversary of the Seminary May 
25 of the same year. Dr. Mackenzie presided, Rev. John A. Hawley, 
President of the Alumni Association, took part and the address was 
made by Professor Waldo S. Pratt. A building at the Seminary was 
named Hartranft Hall and a beautiful tablet to his memory was 
placed just inside the main entrance. It was the gift of his colleagues, 
students and friends. The unveiling occurred in connection with the 
Commencement in 1928, Dr. Pratt made the address. The inscription, 
after mentioning biographical items, reads as follows: 

“Eminent as Scholar, Teacher, Leader, Counselor In Vision a 
Seer In Sympathy a Father In Self-forgetfulness a Saint A 
Prince in the Realm of Truth and Light.” 

A tablet in memory of Dr. Hartranft was unveiled in the vestibule 
of the church on College Avenue, September 28, 1930. It was the gift 
of present and past members of the congregation. On it are the 
words of the Apostle Paul, so completely characteristic of Dr. Hart- 
ranft: “The Spirit searcheth all things, yea the deep things of God.” 
At the unveiling a letter was read from Dr. Graham Taylor, who as a 
College and Seminary student listened to Dr. Hartranft’s preaching 
and years afterward was his colleague in the faculty of Hartford 
Seminary. He says: “In the pulpit he towered above us all like an 
inaccessible mountain peak. Most of his preaching was so far over 
head as to impress upon us only the heights to which we should and 
could aspire. And yet there was an invigorating atmosphere about 
his personal appearance in the pulpit, and an inspirational quality 
in his delivery, that impelled us to start climbing at least toward the 
ideals he held aloft.” 


Rev. Mancius Homes Hutron, D.D., 1879-1907 


Dr. Hutton was the sixth pastor. He was born in New York City 
October 13, 1837. His father, Dr. Mancius Smedes Hutton, was the 
distinguished pastor of the South Reformed Church of New York 
City. His great-great grandfather was Domine Georgius Wilhelmus 
Mancius, who was born in the Duchy of Nassau, Germany in 1706, 
was ordained in 1730 and sailed for America in that year. His first 
charge in this country was at Katsbaan, N. Y. From 1732 until his 
death in 1762 he was pastor at Kingston, N. Y. Corwin’s Manual says: 
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“His pastoral labors were abundant for a long distance on the western 
shore of the Hudson, and even extended into New Jersey and Pennsyl- 
vania. ... No minister of the colonial period extended the Reformed 
Church more persistently than he... . His portrait now hangs in the 
chapel of the Church in Kingston.” The Hutton family came from 
England. Dr. M. H. Hutton’s mother was Gertrude Holmes. Her 
ancestor, Obadiah Holmes, came from Manchester, England to Rhode 
Island in 1639. 

Dr. Hutton graduated from New York University in 1857. He took 
the first two years of his theological course at Union Seminary (1857- 
59) and the last year at New Brunswick, graduating in 1860. He also 
took a post-graduate year at Union Seminary (1860-61). He was 
licensed in 1860 by the Classis of New York. In 1864 he was ordained 
and installed as pastor of the First Reformed Church at Mt. Vernon, 
N. Y. On account of the increased attendance a new and larger church 
was built. It was dedicated in May 1872. Dr. Hutton married Miss 
Mary Eleanor Clark of Mt. Vernon, October 8, 1879. He accepted a 
call from the Second Reformed Church of New Brunswick and was 
installed October 17, 1879. His pastorate of twenty-eight years here 
was by far the longest in the first century of the church’s history. 

Between 1879 and 1893 several important improvements were made 
in the interior of the church. The semi-centennial was celebrated Feb- 
ruary 19-20, 1893, when nearly half of his ministry here was past. 
He gave a complete and interesting historical discourse on Sunday 
morning, the nineteenth. That evening the church was crowded to 
the doors when Drs. Demarest, Woodbridge and Hartranft, the sur- 
viving former pastors, gave appropriate addresses. On Monday eve- 
ning, the twentieth, a reception was held in the Sunday School room 
at which congratulations were brought from the mother church by 
its pastor, Dr. Pockman, from the classis of New Brunswick by Dr. 
LeFevre of Middlebush, by Dr. Pogson of the First Baptist Church, 
by Dr. Lippincott of the First Methodist Church, by Dr. Scott repre- 
senting Rutgers College and by two former members of the church, Dr. 
Stryker of New York and Dr. Van Cleef of Jersey City. A generous 
member gave five thousand dollars in 1888 for the purchase of a lot 
adjoining the church. Other funds having been contributed, it was 
decided in 1893 to erect a chapel as a memorial of the semi-centen- 
nial. This useful building was begun in that year and finished in 
1894. In 1899-1900 Dr. and Mrs. Hutton made a trip to southern 
Europe, Egypt and Palestine. Their absence was prolonged to seven 
months because of the serious illness of Mrs. Hutton in Venice. 
The General Synod met in the church in June 1901 and elected Dr. 
William H. S. Demarest as Professor of Ecclesiastical History and 
Church Government in the Seminary, succeeding Dr. Woodbridge. 
There was no other service outside of his pastoral work to which 
Dr. Hutton devoted so much time and effort as that for the Board 
of Foreign Missions. He became a member of the Board in 1887, 
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Chairman of the Executive Committee in 1892 and President in 
1896, an office which he held until his death. He led a deputation 
of the Board on a visit to the Mission fields in 1904-05. During 
his absence Dr. George H. Payson was in charge of the church. 
Having reached the Scriptural threescore years and ten, Dr. Hutton 
was made Pastor Emeritus January 1, 1908. The Necrological Report 
to the General Synod of 1910 says: “At the urgent request of his 
people he continued actively in charge for nearly two years thereafter, 
when he insisted upon being altogether relieved. As a token of the 
appreciation and affection of his people they presented him with a 
purse of $3,500.” Dr. Hutton retired from active work November 1, 
1909. During his pastorate 651 persons united with this church. 

Rutgers College gave him the honorary degree of D.D. in 1879, soon 
after he came here. He served the denomination as President of the 
General Synod in 1888. During the absence of Dr. Gillespie on leave 
in 1907 he was Lector in Hellenistic Greek and New Testament 
Exegesis in the New Brunswick Seminary. For twenty-five years he 
was a member of the Executive Commission of the Western Section 
of the Alliance of the Reformed Churches throughout the world 
holding the Presbyterian System. On the death of his father in 1880 
he was made a member of the New York Chapter of the Society of 
the Cincinnati and was Chaplain of that Chapter when he died. For 
several years he was also Chaplain General of the Society. 

Dr. Hutton preached the Thanksgiving sermon at the union services 
November 25, 1909. His death occurred on Sunday, December 19, 
1909. At the funeral in the church at George and Albany Streets the 
addresses were made by Dr. J. Preston Searle, President of the Semi- 
nary Faculty and Dr. William H. S. Demarest, President of Rutgers 
College. In the memorial minute concerning him the Consistory says: 
“He was a devoted pastor, an eloquent preacher, a wise leader, a 
trusted counselor and friend. Particularly apt in his words to chil- 
dren, he was their favorite speaker at all public exercises of the Sunday 
School. In sorrow he was a fountain of Christian solace and in joy a 
sympathizing friend. And with it all there was about him a certain 
native distinction, which gave to his preaching a marked dignity, and 
to his use of the liturgy and liturgical forms a unique solemnity and 
elevation.” 

To quote further from the Necrological Report of 1910: “He 
brought out of God’s treasure-house of truth things new and old, 
and with such skill and power that even the most familiar truths seemed 
to flash with new lustre and lay hold of the judgment and conscience 
of men. .. . He always emphasized the office of the Cross, the un- 
searchable riches that are in Christ and the power of the risen Lord. 
Dr. Hutton was also a great preacher by reason of his great faith in 
the eternal verities. No one could ever doubt the sureness and im- 
plicitness of his faith... . Dr. Hutton could also be well entitled an 
eminent scholar. Well equipped as he entered the ministry, his scholarly 
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tastes carried him into many fields of learning besides those bearing 
immediately upon his chosen work. He was essentially a seeker after 
truth in whatever field it might be hid—in the natural as well as 
spiritual world. . . . Then he was a cherished companion of scholars 
who recognized his literary and esthetic taste, his deep sympathy with 
the world of literature, and his high appreciation of the treasures of 
art and they gave welcome and weight to his contributions of matured 
learning.” 

In April 1911, a rae Tae tablet to Dr. Hutton was unveiled in 
the church at George and Albany Streets. Mr. Douwe D. Williamson 
tastefully designed this tablet. It is now in the vestibule of the church 
on College Avenue. Aside from biographical details the inscription 
reads: “In grateful recognition of his Christian character, broad schol- 
arship and his long and faithful service this memorial is erected by the 
members of his congregation.” 

In the fall of 1928 the Second Reformed Church contributed $3,500 
in memory of Dr. Hutton for the erection of a church at Punganur, 
India. This was done as a thank-offering at the dedication of the new 
church on College Avenue and in response to the request of Rev. and 
Mrs. Henry J. Scudder. Mr. Scudder was our own missionary at 
Punganur and Mrs. Scudder was the missionary of the Classical Union 
of the Classis of New Brunswick. This Hutton Memorial, of rough 
stone blocks, was not completed until 1932. The front doors are of 
teak wood with a vine pattern, beautifully carved, and an inscription 
over the top: “I am the true vine.”” The handsome pulpit furniture 
is of rosewood. A picture of Dr. Hutton and one of the old church 
on George Street hang in the vestry. To use the words of Mrs. Scud- 
der: “The church was dedicated by the Madras Church Council of the 
South India United Church on October 25, 1932, when Dr. Wierenga, 
Principal of the Arcot Theological Seminary in Vellore, paid due honor 
to the memory of Dr. Hutton, at one time President of the Board of 
Foreign Missions of the Reformed Church, who had in 1905 visited 
India, and spent a day in Punganur, at that time not yet opened as a 
Mission Station.” 


Rev. JoHN ALBERTSON INGHAM, D.D., 1910-20 


Dr. Ingham was the seventh pastor. He was born at Meridian, 
N. Y., January 13, 1868. His father was Albert Constantine Ingham 
and his mother Cynthia Amelia (Van Wie) Ingham. The first Ingham 
in America came from England to Connecticut in 1639. On his 
mother’s side his ancestors were Dutch. One of them was an early 
member of the old First Dutch Church of Kingston, N. Y. He grad- 
uated from Syracuse University in 1886 with the degree of A. B. The 
same institution conferred on him the degree of A.M. in 1889 and 
D.D. in 1908. From 1887 until 1889 he taught Mathematics in the 
Centenary Collegiate Institute at Hackettstown, N. J. His theological 
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course was taken at Union Seminary from which he graduated in 
1892. In that year he was ordained by the Presbytery of Syracuse in 
order to become assistant pastor of the St. Nicholas Collegiate Church 
of New York City of which Dr. Edward B. Coe was the pastor. Re- 
turning to the Presbyterian Church, he was pastor at Irvington-on- 
Hudson from 1895 until 1910. During part of this time he was a mem- 
ber of the Presbyterian Board of Church Erection (1897-1910). In 
1910 Dr. Ingham accepted a call from the Second Reformed Church 
of New Brunswick and was installed March second. 

The years of his pastorate here (1910-20) are well remembered by 
many of us. In 1910 the floating debt was paid and extensive repairs 
to the parsonage were made. The duplex envelope system was intro- 
duced in 1913. In the same year settlement work was begun on Throop 
Avenue. This is now the Neighborhood House. The churches of this 
city held union services in Holy Week for the first time about 1913. 
During the first World War the church on George Street was the 
center for much valuable war relief. An important date was the Sev- 
enty-fifth Anniversary of the church, February 14, 1918. The follow- 
ing Sunday, the seventeenth, Dr. Ingham preached a most informa- 
tive and comprehensive sermon covering these years. During his 
pastorate 193 persons were added to the membership. 

From 1911 until 1921 he was a member of the Board of Domestic 
Missions. In 1920 he left the pastorate and entered the service of the 
denomination as General Secretary of the Progress Campaign, a posi- 
tion which he held three years (1920-23). He was Secretary of the 
Progress Council from 1923 until 1937. In 1932 he was appointed 
Stated Clerk pro tem of the General Synod, Dr. Henry Lockwood 
having died suddenly soon after the Synod adjourned. The next Gen- 
eral Synod (1934) elected him Stated Clerk and he continued to hold 
this office until his resignation in 1942. In 1938 he was elected Treas- 
urer of the General Synod. He resigned this position also in 1942. 

Dr. Ingham is deeply interested in Astronomy which is one of his 
most important avocations. He was formerly a member of the Ameri- 
can Astronomical Society and sometimes wrote for its magazine. He 
is still a member of the American Association of Variable Star 
Observers. 

Dr. Ingham married Miss Mary Bartlet Stebbins of Troy, N. Y. 
September 28, 1892. Their children are Edward Stebbins Ingham, 
Caroline Lawrence Ingham (Mrs. James Marshall Plumer) and Albert 
Van Wie Ingham. Not long after he left the pastorate Dr. and Mrs. 
Ingham removed from New Brunswick to Leonia, N. J., where they 
still reside. 

The General Synod of 1942 in accepting Dr. Ingham’s resignation 
made him Stated Clerk Emeritus. While he was Stated Clerk and 
Treasurer at the Headquarters, he performed several other functions 
of great value to the Church. The Synod appointed a committee on 
the functions of the Stated Clerk. Their statement concerning him

was adopted: “By the performance of all these varied duties, with 
such meticulous care and precision, our beloved Dr. Ingham has ren- 
dered a distinguished and invaluable service to the Church. It was a 
rare personality in whom all these functions could be so efficiently 
and effectively combined.” In their resolutions the Synod spoke of 
their “genuine and deep appreciation for his faithful devotion and 
outstanding service of his Lord and his Lord’s church.” At the same 
session a book was presented to him containing affectionate tributes 
from many of his friends, “from Maine to California.” It was called 
“Laudes Amicorum.” 


Rev. Louts Hatsty Hotpen, Ph.D., D.D., 1921-25 


Dr. Holden was the eighth pastor. He was born in Newark, N. J. 
August 7, 1873. His father was George Holden. The Holden family 
came from England to Massachusetts in 1634. Dr. Holden’s great- 
great grandfather, Levi Holden, of Sudbury, Mass. was a captain 
in the Revolutionary Army and the second officer in the Commander- 
in-Chief’s Life Guard. Dr. Holden’s mother was Mary A. Coe. The 
Coes came from England to Massachusetts in 1635. In the early part 
of the eighteenth century they removed to Newark and long after- 
wards Dr. Holden’s mother was born there. 

He united with the High Street Presbyterian Church. Dr. Lewis 
Lampman, the pastor, moulded his life powerfully. Through his in- 
fluence he went to Yale University, graduating with an A.B. in 1895 
and to Union Seminary, from which he graduated with B.D. in 1898. 
While in the Seminary he studied the Semitic languages at Columbia 
from 1896 until 1898 and received the degree of M.A. from that 
University in 1897. He pursued graduate studies at Yale in 1901-03 
and received the degree of Ph.D. in the latter year. 

He was licensed and ordained by the Presbytery of Newark in 1898. 
His first ministerial service was as Assistant Pastor of the Presby- 
terian Church at Oneida, N. Y. (1898-99). From 1900 until 1904 he 
was Assistant Pastor of the Second Congregational Church of Water- 
bury, Conn. of which Dr. John G. Davenport was Pastor. Then he 
accepted a call from Christ Reformed Church of Utica, N. Y. where 
he ministered for seventeen years (1904-21). James S. Sherman, who 
served several terms in the House of Representatives and was Vice- 
President with President Taft, was the faithful treasurer and inval- 
uable supporter of the church during this period. Dr. Holden married 
Miss Elizabeth Fiero Sage of Catskill, N. Y. June 5, 1906. 

In 1921 he accepted a call from the Second Reformed Church of 
New Brunswick and was installed May 26. His pastorate here lasted 
four years (1921-25). Rutgers University gave him the honorary 
degree of D.D. in 1923. It was near the end of his pastorate that the 
Consistory decided to sell the church property at George and Albany 
Streets. During the summer of 1925 the church was torn down. His 
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pastorate came to a close that Fall. He received 102 persons into 
the membership. The church made him an appreciative gift of $3,000. 

Dr. Holden was appointed Lector in the English Bible at the New 
Brunswick Theological Seminary in 1924. His service for the Semi- 
nary, like his pastorate at Utica, lasted seventeen years (1924-41). He 
also taught the Greek language to those entering students who had 
not studied Greek in college or who had not continued this subject. 
His contribution to the Seminary life and work was a most valuable 
one. During these years he was a regular attendant at our church. He 
resigned his lectorship in the Seminary in 1941. Dr. and Mrs. Holden | 
removed to Catskill, N. Y. in that year. He has been a member of the 
Board of Domestic Missions for many years. He has also been a 
member of the Massachusetts Chapter of the Society of the Cincinnati 
for a long time. The General Synod having been informed of Dr. 
Holden’s retirement as Lector in the Seminary expressed “its high 
appreciation of the service rendered and its earnest hope and prayer 
for God’s continued blessing in the years to come.” 


Rev. Mitton THEOBALD STAUFFER, D.D., 1929— 


Dr. Stauffer is the ninth pastor. He was born at Easton, Pa., Sep- 
tember 19, 1885. His father is Rev. William H. Stauffer, a minister 
emeritus of the Evangelical Church and his mother was Sybilla T. 
Schneider (Stauffer). Our pastor’s ancestry on both the paternal and 
maternal sides came from Southern Germany and later from Berne, 
Switzerland. One branch of his father’s family was descended from the 
Hohenstauffens, who were dukes of Swabia in the twelfth and thir- 
teenth centuries. Johannes Stauffer, a Mennonite, removed with his 
family from the Palatinate to Switzerland and came from there 
to America by way of England, settling near where Valley Forge, Pa. 
now is in 1710. Henry Stauffer of this line was a Captain in the 
Revolutionary Army and his son Jacob was a private. Since 1770 
descendants of Henry Stauffer have lived in Colebrookdale township, 
Berks County, Pa., among them being two judges of the state district 
court. 

Dr. Stauffer united with his father’s church in Reading, Pa., when 
he was only eleven years of age. For two years he studied at North- 
western College at Naperville, Ill. (1904-06). He taught science in 
the High School at Cloquet, Minn., from 1906 until 1908. In the 
summer of 1907 he took graduate courses at the University of Chicago. 
In 1910 he graduated from Princeton University with the degree of 
A.B. and in 1913 from Union Theological Seminary with B.D. During 
the last two years of his Seminary course and for one year thereafter 
(1911-14) he preached in the Reformed Church of Nutley, N. J. In 
the first of these three years he was the regular supply. The Classis 
of Newark licensed him in 1912’and ordained and installed him as 
pastor in 1913. He did graduate work at Columbia University in 
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1912-13. Resigning his charge in September 1914, he prepared at the 
Yale Divinity School (1914-15) for a teaching position in Comparative 
Religion and Missions. He was appointed to the staff of the China 
Continuation Committee in the Fall of 1915 and sailed for China the 
following February. He devoted himself to research work from 1916 
until 1918, when he was appointed full-time Secretary of the Com- 
mittee on Survey and Occupation of the China Continuation Com- 
mittee, later called the National Christian Council of China. 

In the years 1918-22, Dr. Stauffer with a large staff and with the 
cooperation of missionaries and other workers throughout China gath- 
ered together material which he later published under the title “The 
Christian Occupation of China’—a general survey of the numerical 
strength and geographical distribution of the Christian forces in China. 
He wrote the major part of it himself and edited the remainder. This 
atlas sized volume of nearly 600 pages contains “the most compre- 
hensive survey of any mission field.’’ This was the first time any 
delimitation of mission fields in China had been made revealing over- 
lapping of fields and areas unclaimed and unoccupied by any Christian 
mission or Church and the first time maps of the density of population 
in the different parts of China had been made. The book contains 
many special articles and “the best obtainable statement in English of 
Roman Catholic and Russian Orthodox missionary work” in that coun- 
try. There are 320 maps and 125 diagrams. Dr. A. L. Warnshuis in 
his review of this epoch making work in the International Review of 
Missions for October 1922, says: “After a close examination of the 
volume from cover to cover, and a scrutiny of every graph, what lies 
in the mind is not wonder at the brilliant industry of the compilers, 
or interest in new groupings of significant facts, but a single, domi- 
nating sense of China, one and undivided, as a glorious harvest field 
full of corn already ripe.’”’ While in China, Dr. Stauffer was an honor- 
ary missionary of the Reformed Church in America. In 1923 he was 
elected Fellow of the Royal Geographical Society in recognition of 
work of a geographical and sociological nature. 

He returned to America in 1922 and became Educational Secre- 
tary of the Student Volunteer Movement for Foreign Missions, hold- 
ing this office until 1927. Then for two years (1927-29) he served as 
one of the Secretaries of the Foreign Missions Conference of North 
America. He was one of thirty-five delegates from the United States 
and Canada who went in the spring of 1928 to the World Missionary 
Conference on the Mount of Olives, Jerusalem. 

In October 1929, he accepted a call to become pastor of the Second 
Reformed Church of New Brunswick, a pastorate which he still holds. 
The installation of Dr. Stauffer took place in the new church on Col- 
lege Avenue November 7 of that year. For the first three years the 
Stauffer family lived in the house on Stone Street. Since then they 
have occupied the parsonage next to the church. In 1930 he organized 
the College Student Forum of young men and women who met every 
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Sunday afternoon under his leadership at the church to discuss moral 
and religious problems. Some times the attendance exceeded 150. 
After directing the Forum for four years (1930-34) he gradually 
withdrew from its leadership, handing this over to the Rutgers 
Christian Association and a group of students at the New Jersey 
College for Women. It continues to meet on one Sunday at Hertzog 
Hall and on the next on the campus of N.J.C. Rutgers University gave 
him the degree of D.D. in 1931. Since he became pastor here 342 
persons have joined this church. 

Dr. Stauffer was Lector in Missions at the Seminary for several 
years before he became pastor of the church (1922-24, 25-26, 27-29). 
He continued to hold this lectorship after taking up his residence here, 
adding the subject of Non-Christian Religions since 1930 and lecturing 
during one semester every year. In 1923 he was elected’ a member 
of the Fellowship of Professors of Missions and is still active in this 
organization. He has been Recording Secretary of the Board of For- 
eign Missions for the past ten years (1933-43). He became a member 
of the N. J. State Council of Churches in 1935, was chairman of its 
Clergy Commission from 1937 until 1941, when he was elected Presi- 
dent of the Council, an office which he still holds. In many summers 
since 1922 he has lectured at Missionary Conferences such as Silver 
Bay, Winona, Northfield and Chambersburg. In addition to his work 
on The Christian Occupation of China, he has written or edited the 
following: (1) Race Relations and the Christian Ideal, 1923; (2) 
Youth and Renaissance Movements, 1923; (3) International Relations 
and the Christian Ideal, 1923; (4) Looking Towards a Christian 
China, 1926; (5) Christian Voices Around the World (6 vols.), 
1927; (6) World Missions as Seen from Jerusalem, 1928; and (7) 
The Need for More Missionaries, 1928. He was also editor of 
World Horizons, the monthly magazine of the Student Volunteer 
Movement for Foreign Missions from 1922 until 1927. 

Dr. Stauffer married Miss Marjorie Williams Hall of Worcester, 
Mass., October 23, 1920 at Shanghai, China. She was then in charge of 
the School for Nurses in the Margaret Williamson Hospital for 
Women in that city. Their children are Dwight Goddard Stauffer, 
David Hall Stauffer, twin sons born in Shanghai, China and Donald 
Gilbert Stauffer, born in Montclair, New Jersey.

In some instances, the full amounts of the bequests as given above 
have not been realized by the Church because of inheritance taxes in 
states other than New Jersey and, in one instance, the executors have 
not made payment up to the present writing. Real estate received by 
bequest has been included at the appraised valuation. 


II 


Funds have likewise been received over the years from the sale of 
the following properties : 


Third Reformed Church, Guilden St. ................ $3,000 
Mission ChapelsUhroop Avene 2,000 


The $3,000 fund was designated as “The Mission Aid Society 
Fund.” The resolution states “that the income be used first to repay 
to the Church the amount expended for paving Guilden Street in 
front of the property: such amount to apply to the reduction of the 
outstanding debt, and after that the income to be applied to such uses 
as may be from time to time voted by the Consistory.” 


III 


The third source of funds was the difference between the sale 
price of the old church property at the corner of Albany and George 
Streets and the cost of the College Avenue property and buildings 
as follows: 


Unused balance from sale of property (ap- 
proximately) J 5c cc.y sek ee cee $60,000 





It has been the general policy of the Church to keep the principal of 
all these funds intact, using only the income from year to year as 
specified by the donor or, if the gift or bequest was unrestricted, for 
purposes approved at the annual Church meeting. The exceptions to 
this policy have been in connection with unfinished building operations 
such as the regrading of the College Avenue frontage and the laying of 
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the College Avenue sidewalk. When the present Manse was renovated, 
$10,800 was advanced for the purpose from funds on hand and is 
being repaid from income at the rate of $100 per month. On September 
30, 1943, all but $945 had been repaid. 

Diversification is an important factor in the safe investment of all 
funds. Therefore, Consistory had long followed the standing practice 
of placing bequests, memorials and other permanent funds in one 
investment account often referred to as the “Endowment Fund.” On 
December 2, 1935, Consistory officially established the Endowment 
Fund by the adoption of resolutions approved by the Congregation at 
the annual meeting. 

These resolutions designated the Endowment Fund as a trust fund 
to be held by Consistory for the benefit of the Church, the trust being 
revocable only by a majority vote of the active, resident communicant 
members of the Church. 

The Endowment Fund, including uninvested cash on hand, the re- 
serve for repairs, real estate at 14 Stone Street, and 142 Hamilton 
Street, had a book value on September 30, 1943, slightly exceeding 
$200,000. 


The Church has likewise been the beneficiary of memorial gifts re- 
ceived in kind. The following are in the sanctuary: 


Lectern—Brought to this country from Europe by James Bishop 
and given by David Bishop to the Church shortly after the dedication 
of its building at corner of George and Albany Streets in 1861. 


Baptismal Font—Given by friends shortly after her death in 1890 
in memory of Mrs. John C. Elmendorf, for many years teacher of the 
infant class in the Church School. 


Japanese Temple Vase—Presented to Mrs. David Murray while in 
Japan and given by her and her husband to the Church in 1905.

in the roll here given the maiden name precedes if the uniting with the church 
was before marriage.
